HUCK WEST of Lancaster, New 
York, doesn’t send us an. article 
very often but when he does it’s a good 
one. It’s been nearly five years since we 
carried Mr. West’s last article and now 
he’s in PROFITABLE HOBBIES again with 
“Winning Favor Through Flavor” on 
page 34.

I charge 
from $1 to $3 for my doilies depending 
on size and the amount of thread used. 









My ladies’ linen handkerchiefs contain 
various designs of lace and are made in 
all colors. The charge for one of these 
crocheted handkerchiefs is $1. 


I buy plain white pillow cases and 
make crochet laces for them in many 
beautiful scalloped designs with white 
thread and in colors. Prices for my pil- 
low cases range from $3.50 to $5 a pair,

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FUNCTIONAL FURNITURE 


How To ButLp MopERN FURNITURE, 
Volume I, Practical Construction Meth- 
ods, by Mario Dal Fabbro (170 pages; 
illustrated; F. W. Dodge Corp., New 
York City; $6). 


LANNED FOR the use of home hob- 
“ byists, interior decorators, cabinet 
makers, architects and furniture manu- 
facturers, “How to Build Modern Fur- 
niture” would seem to have something 
to offer each one of thése rather diver- 
gent groups. The hobbyist will find the 
simplicity of the drawings and diagrams 
as well as the printed instructions one 
of the most attractive features of the 
book. If you don’t care for modern fur- 
niture, this book manifestly isn’t for you, 
but you might like to look at it anyway 
and possibly you'll decide that you do 
like the clean functional lines of the 
furniture projects with which Mario Dal 
Fabbro ends his book. 

Mr. Dal Fabbro was born in Italy and 
following a long established tradition, 
he worked from childhood in his fam- 
ily’s furniture design shop. As a result 
of this early experience he has always 
had a decidedly practical approach to 
furniture making, which is reflected in 
this book. Since 1948 he has lived in 
the United States, devoting himself to 
furniture designing and to writing 
about it. 


N WRITING this volume Mr. Dal Fab- 
bro tried several methods before hit- 
ting upon the one he finally adopted. 
Feeling that a book with too much 
written material would not reach all 
the diverse groups of persons at whom 
the book was aimed, he decided to con- 
fine himself to illustrative material where 
possible and as far as text was concerned, 
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to limit it mostly to brief footnotes. 

Mr. Dal Fabbro has sought to present 
a step by step coverage of all phases of 
furniture construction. He describes 
many methods of joining planks, rails, 
and frames; not only the standard meth- 
ods but alternate methods suitable to 
varying skills on the part of the furni- 
ture builder. In other sections he covers 
such matters as the structure of wood, 
the uses of plywood, veneers, and plas- 
tics, methods of woodbending, ways of 
joining wood to metals, glass and plas- 
tics, the application of hardware to vari- 
ous pieces of furniture, the application 
of doors, and the making and installa- 
tion of drawers. Some thirty pages are 
devoted to various methods of uphol- 
stery, including the use of foam rubber, 
which, according to Mr. Dal Fabbro, 
is particularly well adapted to use by 
amateurs. 

The final fifteen pages of “How to 
Build Modern Furniture”. are devoted 
to plans for the building of a series of 
what the author calls “easy furniture 
pieces.” He has deliberately simplified 
his method of presentation, both in de- 
sign and in construction, so that the 
reader can readily understand all neces- 
sary procedures and tackle the building 
of the pieces with the assurance of suc- 
cess. The pieces presented by Mr. Dal 
Fabbro are a coffee table, a dining table, 
desk, chair, armless chair, sofa bed, bed, 
bookshelves, cabinet and wardrobe. Be- 
cause all follow the same principles of 
modern design the entire set would 
blend perfectly in house or apartment. 


Mr. Dal Fabbro’s book not only is 
of value as a practical how-to-build-it 
guide, but it serves as an excellent 
means for one to get acquainted with 
modern furniture. 








BOYS’ SHOP AID 


THE Boy’s WorKsHop CoMPANION, 
by W. Oakley (218 pages; illustrated; 
Greenberg, New York City; $2.75). 


OTHING IS so reassuring to parents 

in these unsettled and rather fev- 

erish times as to know that their son, 
or daughter, too, for that matter, is hap- 
pily engaged at the workbench which 
is such an asset to any home. The know!l- 
edge that the child is safe at home, 
entertaining himself with a constructive 
activity, makes any father or mother 
happy. There are so many less desirable 


. things, outside of the home, or even in 


it for that matter, that the child could 
be doing. To encourage your child to 
get interested in wood or metal craft 
and to teach him how to use the re- 
quired tools and materials, here is an 
excellent book written by a man who 
remembers his own childhood. 


When he was a boy, W. Oakley re- 
calls, he was lucky enough to live in 
a home where a workshop was consid- 
ered as necessary as a kitchen. But he 
remembers with dissatisfaction the books 
about carpentery as a hobby that were 
then available. They were dull, he re- 
calls, and “of course none of them really 
told you how to sharpen a chisel or why 
a plane won't plane. Also most all of 
the descriptions of how to make things 


‘seemed to tell me very little more than 


‘make the bits the right shape and then 
stick them together.’ . . . This book is 
meant to be a sort of ‘Guide to making 
things’ that I always wanted. It really 
does tell you how to do the work, and 
a great deal of it is the result of many 
years of experience in finding ways 
to make do without proper equipment.” 

Mr. Oakley starts off his book with 
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a discussion of the basic essentials, the 
workshop and bench. The workshop 
need not be elaborate; it can be and 
often is, located in the corner of an 
ordinary room. As to the bench, you 
can make your own for $10 and Mr. 
Oakley tells you exactly how to do it, 
as well as how to make the essential 
fittings for it. Your tools you will have 
to buy, but Mr. Oakley says that al- 
though all the tools he would like to 
have would cost several hundred dol- 
lars, most simple woodwork can be 
done with $40 worth of tools. As a 
guide he presents three separate lists 
of tools, side by side. One is a full list, 
the second, a good list and the third 
the minimum you can get by with. He 
includes average prices for each tool. 
After a chapter on wood as a ma- 
terial, Mr. Oakley devotes separate chap- 
ters to a description of and instructions 
for the use of saws, chisels, planes, and 
drills. Other chapters cover marking out 
and shaping wood, the use of nails and 
screws, joints and gluing, and the grind- 
ing and sharpening of cutting edges. 


BOUT ONE-THIRD of “The Boys’ 
Workshop Companion” is devoted 
to metal work. Many people who are 
clever woodworkers, Mr. Oakley points 
out, never take up metal work because 
they imagine that it is difficult or ex- 
pensive or messy. Actually, he asserts, 
it is none of those things, and he pro- 
ceeds to offer information on the vari- 
ous phases of metal work, beginning 
with a discussion of the principal types 
of metals and their uses, and going on 
to a description of the metal working 
tools, such as the hacksaw, files, drills, 
shears, reamers, etc., and their use. He 
presents instructions for marking out 
metal, for soldering and for the use of 
screws. There is a chapter on working 
with sheet metal, an ideal way to get 
started on a metal working hobby, ac- 
cording to the author. Mr. Oakley con- 
cludes his book with a brief chapter on 
the finishing of both wood and metals. 
Mr. Oakley’s book might have gained 
added value had he included instruc- 
tions and plans for specific wood and 
metal projects, but had he done so, he 
would probably have been forced, be- 
cause of space considerations, to leave 
out some of his materials on tools and 
how to use them. The. latter, of course, 
is the first knowledge which a pro- 
spective wood or metal worker must ac- 
quire and after he acquaints himself 
with the fundamentals, he can probably 
find plenty of specific projects to occupy 
his time.

"= CONVENIENTLY arranged little 
book is designed to help women

WALTER M. ROBENS of 3309 Descanno Drive, Los Angeles, chinaware salesman, 
claims to have the most exclusive hobby in the world. He is the originator, and, as 
far as he knows, the only one to follow it. Back in 1917 he was cutting a piece of 
four-ply cardboard with a penknife when a tiny piece of the top ply stood up. This 
gave him the idea that he could turn the cardboard into a picture of a bouquet of 
flowers, with a vase to hold them. Since then he has created many. In the ac- 
companying photo he holds his most prized. 

By means of his razor-sharp penknife Robens cuts out of the top ply the 
petals of a blossom and lifts each so that it will stand up. The center remains a part 
of the cardboard. When he cuts a large leaf out of the top ply, he raises it up 
slightly with the point of his knife. Then with the knife point, he puts-a little dab 
of library paste under it. The paste dries and is just enough support under the leaf 
to keep it raised up. As for the vase, Robens cuts the shape, lifts the ply from the 
bottom, puts tissue paper under it, and pastes it all back to the cardboard. One 
can cut a border, as he does in some of his compositions. He paints the centers of 
the flowers gold or silver, and the base according to choice. Then he frames the 
cardboard picture. ; 

For those who wish to join him in his unique pastime, Robens advises that 
one must be infinitely patient and precise, for so delicate is the task of cutting out 
separately each petal and raising it with the point of the knife a wee bit that it can 
be likened to setting a jewel. For such a work of art, he charges from $50 on up. 
These creations are of sufficient beauty to grace any home. 

WELDON D. WOODSON 
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AS A joke Bob Hagy, who is em- 
ployed by the Gilbert Iron Works 
in Albuquerque, New Mexico, as an 
ornamental iron designer, fashioned a 
hat of iron for a friend’s Christmas 
present, and found himself in business 
over night. Although made of iron, 
these women’s hats are light and dainty, 
weighing only from one to four ounces. 
He makes all kinds, and they sell from 
$7.50 to $12.50. Each hat is an exclu- 
sive original and, believe it or fit, 
wears like iron.

Tables Whose Tops 
Are Tops 


HERE HAVE been times in the lives 

of most of us when we have seen 

art objects, pieces of furniture, etc., 

which we desired very much, but felt 

we could not spend the money for, at 

that particular moment. Such was our 
case in the matter of coffee tables. 

My husband, H. W. Hollard, and I 

had been noticing the lovely tables in 

the various home decorating maga-

zines, and decided there was no time 
like the present to start out on our 
own to make one or two. 


We had seen one picture of a table 
top, unusual in shape, and another 
made so that the legs came up through 
the top. We felt that if we combined 
both ideas, we would have a very at- 
tractive table. It might be described as 
a “modified kidney shape,” or one

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might say its form is similar to a map 
picture of the African continent. This 
is the first one that we made, and has 
proved our most popular shape. At 
the longest point it is 33 inches, and 
28 inches in width at the widest part. 

We had decided we would use black 
Vitrolite, 11/32 inches thick, for the 
top. Vitrolite, as many of you know, is 
opaque structural glass, and comes in 
many beautiful colors such as: black, 
white, bright red, wine, Rembrandt 
blue, forest green, tranquil green, 
ivory, French grey, orange, and beige, 
which is the nearest thing to pink made. 

In order to get the Vitrolite cut to 
proper shape, it was necessary to make 
a paper pattern from brown wrapping 
paper, which was sent in to the glass 
manufacturers, so that they could cut 
it to shape, and also bore the holes in 
the top through which the legs would 
project if we were making that kind 
of a table. We got a quotation from 
the company which included in the 
total cost the charges for boring the 
holes and cutting the glass to the de- 
sired shape. If the shape decided upon 
is somewhat bizaare, as our first one 
was, there is always the question in 
one’s mind as to whether it is going 
to please you when it comes from the 
glass factory. 

While on the subject of shapes, be- 
sides the one just described, we have 
used circular tops, fiddle-shaped tops 
and others which we have seen illus- 
trated in catalogs and newspapers. 
Sometimes our customers have an idea 
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for a shape that they wish duplicated. 
We always make a paper pattern to 
show them for their approval before 
ordering the glass. 


AS THE idea grew in our minds, we 
wondered why a design on the 
top of the table, cut into the Vitrolite 
in some way, might not improve the 
finished product. Having majored in 
art, I felt that a stencil design would 
be necessary, but first I had to find 
out what material could be used to 
cover the Vitrolite which would be 
sturdy enough to stand rough usage 
after the design was cut and the actual 
etching work began. 

We felt that we might obtain some 
help from the artists at the monument 
works in our home town, Jonesboro, 
Arkansas, so we went into a huddle 
with them to see what they used to 
mask their tombstones with before cut- 
ting the designs. In this way we learned 
about a heavy paper, gummed-back 
masking tape, 12 inches in width, 
which could be bought at near-by 
Memphis, Tennessee, with which we 
would have to cover the entire surface. 
One 50-yard roll costs around $12 in 
the 12-inch width. The tape is made 
by the Minnesota Mining and Manu- 
facturing Co., which also makes Scotch 
tape. 

The tape is put on the Vitrolite in 
strips until the top is entirely covered. 
Each seam must overlap at least 4 
inch and the tape should be turned 
under at the edges of the top the same 
distance. 

We were now ready to place the 
traced design which has been drawn 
on tracing paper, on the masking tape, 
which is securely held to the Vitrolite 
by the adhesive on the tape. The de- 
sign on the tracing paper must be put 
at the desired place, centered, off- 
centered, or on the edge, as the case 
may be, and the tracing paper fastened 
down with Scotch tape so that it is 
not dislocated during the process of 
transferring. 

There are two methods of trans- 
ferring. You may either turn the design 
over, face down, and rub with the 
bowl of a teaspoon or the metal. end 
of a pocket knife handle, along the 
lines of the design, or you may use 
carbon paper under it, if you wish the 
design to face in the same way as the 
original. We prefer the rubbing meth- 
od; however, if non-smudge carbon 


paper were used, it would work equally 


well, 
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E CHOSE a man’s head -as our 

first design. We call it a bald- 
headed bookkeeper, the emblem of the 
writer, whose vocation is that of ac- 
countant. In making the design which 
one intends to transfer to the masking 
tape, a No. 2 lead pencil is used. The 
outline must be heavy enough to trans- 
fer well. It can be traced on both sides 
to facilitate having the study facing 
either left or right. 

Our friends at the monument works 
had told us that we would need a tool 
called an etcher’s point for cutting the 
stencil, once the design was transferred. 


The tool consists of a thin blade of 


steel, about 1/16 inch wide and 4 to 
5 inches long, imbedded in a pencil- 
like stick of wood. As one wears the 
blade off, the wooden handle is 
trimmed back just as one sharpens a 
lead pencil. 


When one is ready to start cutting 
the design, it is necessary to decide 
what parts one wishes etched or blasted 
out; start cutting, and lift each loose 
piece of masking tape away from the 
glass. All the while, it is well to keep 
nearby, a small pocket hone so that 
the edge of the knife can be kept razor 
sharp. 

When the design is finished as to 
cutting, you are ready to do the actual 
etching or blasting, whichever method 
you: choose. 

If one decides to do one’s own etch- 
ing, an. etching paste is squeezed on to 
the exposed sections of Vitrolite and 
allowed to remain there two minutes, 
then washed off under warm water

from the faucet, or in a pan full of. 
warm water. One must be very sure 
that all cut edges of the tape are 
securely pressed against the glass sur- 
face before the paste is applied. Di- 
rections for using etching paste are 
furnished with the purchase. If etch- 
ing paste is used, the part etched out 
feels smoother to the touch than a 
sandblasted job, but does not look any 
better. The first impulse of people 
looking at the work is to touch that 
part which is rough, and if body oils 
get into this rough texture, something

like naphtha is needed to get the oily 
print out. 

While we were consulting the men 
at the monument works about tape and 
tools, we also discussed having them 
do our blasting. After explaining the 
size of the table top, they said their 
charge would be $1. It takes but a 
puff-puff of the sand blaster and the 
job is finished. 






If, perchance, there is no place of 
this nature in your town, most glass 
companies have small hand machines 
used for sand blasting, or such tools 
can be purchased readily like spray 
guns for painting. 

Before starting to etch or blast, we 
cannot emphasize too strongly, be sure 
to see that the edges of the masking 
tape are down good and tight, -because 
if just a small amount of sand or paste 
gets underneath, the design will be 
faulty or ragged. After the blasting or 
etching away of the glossy surface, the 
result will look very much like smoked 
pearl if black Vitrolite is used. Care 
should be taken, before the masking 
tape is removed after the blasting proc- 
ess, to see that all loose sand particles 
are wiped off, if that method is used. 


a 


If the lighter shades of glass are 
used, the design does not stand out so 
well, and we find that rubbing or 
brushing in tempera paints of a con- 
trasting color where the glossy surface 
has been blasted out, gives a very beau- 
tiful effect. Pink dogwood blossoms on 
tranquil green are elegant. 


sei ALL of this top work was 
going on, the writer’s husband, 
a teacher of science, had not been idle. 
He was turning out the graceful table 
legs and finials, which are of black 
walnut. Pieces of walnut 2 by 2 by 18 
inches were turned out on a lathe, 
tapering from 134 inches to 1 inch 
at the bottom. The finials look like 
over-sized wooden buttons. Each has 
a hollowed out place underneath to fit 
like a cap over the leg where it comes 
up through the table top. Cold water 
glue is used to fasten the finials to the 
legs. The legs are oiled with linseed oil, 
waxed and rubbed to a beautiful luster 
before they are fastened to the top. 


We also use a piece of plywood, cut 
the same shape as the table top, im- 
mediately underneath the glass to give 
more support. It is usually cut one 
inch narrower all around. It also adds 
strength where the gluing actually oc- 
curs. Mastic is used between the ply- .

F LIKE me, you are one of those 
persons who think that “people are 
more fun than anybody,” if you enjoy 
listening to their stories—stories of 
their experiences, their hobbies, their 
travels, interests and occupations, con- 
sider newspaper feature writing as- a 
profizable hobby. For you can turn the 
activities of your friends, neighbors and 
townspeople into an interesting hobby 
of your own by writing feature stories 
about them. In a little over a year I 
have sold sixty-five such stories to news- 
papers. 
You need not have any great skill as 
a writer to pursue this pleasant hobby. 
To show how everyday situations pro- 
duce ideas for them, let me tell you 
about my first story. One night as we 
were leaving for an evening out, our 
baby sitter, an elderly woman, was start- 
ing work on her mending, which she 
had brought along. The mending con- 
sisted of repairing an American flag 
and she told how she made flag re- 
pairing her hobby. I learned that she 
was keeping the flags on all the public 
buildings in town in good condition. 
I wrote a very short article on her un- 
usual hobby, took a picture of her work- 
ing on a flag and sent it to the New 
Haven Register. Within a few days I 
received a letter from the state editor 
saying he liked the story and hoped I 
would send in more features. I answered 
that indeed I would and then proceeded 
to find out just what a “feature” is. 
The newspaper feature is an article

running anywhere from a couple of 
hundred to a thousand words, which 
depends on the new, the unusual, the 
dramatic, or the personality of the sub- 
ject for interest. Almost all papers use 
them, from the local weekly to the 
large metropolitan daily. Sunday papers 
always contain several. Pay’ for them, 
at least in the area of my home in 
Madison, Connecticut, is $5 each, with 
more for those landing in the Sunday 
magazine section of the paper. 


[I YOU are interested in spending a 
few hours talking with and, more 
important, listening to, interesting 
people, those who in some way stand 
out from the rank and file; and then 
writing up their stories, there are four 
basic things you should know in order 
to do it successfully. They are: how 
to get an idea, how to arrange for an 
interview with the person you have 
chosen as your subject, how to write 
the story and how to market it. 
Getting the idea is the first, most 
important and perhaps the easiest of 
the four steps you will take in writing 
your feature. Ideas are all around you 
waiting to be recognized. Here are some 
of the people I. have found in my town 
and other. near-by towns, and used as 
subjects of features: a woman who 
built a house; identical twins, both 
telephone. operators; a young drum ma- 
jorette; two sisters who play the xylo- 
phone; a man who spent his life sailing 
the seven seas; a woman who makes 
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and sells artificial flowers although she 
lost both legs in an accident and is 
practically blind; a retired member of 
the Merchant Marine; a minister who 
paints murals; an author of children’s 
books; the owner of an airport; a fe- 
male mail carrier; a ceramist; an ex- 
communist; an art surgeon—a man who 
restores old paintings; a boy who won 
a trip by writing an essay at his school; 
a glass blower; an army wife; a “furni- 
ture doctor’; a woman in the Coast 
Guard Auxiliary; an outstanding clari- 
netist; a man who spends days assembl- 
ing a tiny village under his Christmas 
tree each year; a cabinet maker who 
specializes in making church furniture; 
a pet shop owner; an army major re- 
turned from Korea; a decoy duck manu- 
facturer, a retired doctor who makes 
crossword puzzles. 

Do not overlook groups of people 
who may be doing the unusual. I came 
upon a summer school with no build- 
ings, all classes being held on the beach, 
an amateur art group, a little theater 
group of teen-agers being taught by 
a former actress, some Brownie scouts, 
a group of 100 women working on a 
school lunch program. 

Animals, child prodigies and centen- 
arians are all grist for your mill. Anni- 
versaries are your field days. When your 
church, club, library or town announces 
that it will observe its fifth or 200th 
anniversary, that’s your cue to look up 
the history of the group, its past record, 
any unusual activities, future plans, and 
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incorporate them into a story. Collectors 
are another good source of material. 
The world is full of people who collect 
things—dolls, stamps, guns, coins, bells, 
antiques, old books, glass and china, 
baseballs and autographs. And if you 
run across someone who collects some- 
thing nobody ever heard of, so much 
the better. I have just finished a feature 
about a collection of face-pieces (amu- 
lets or charms attached to a_ horse’s 
harness in the old days). 

Men and women returning from 
travels in strange places and those 
retiring after forty or fifty years in 
the same job can be good subjects for 
features. In short, almost anyone, any- 
thing or anyplace can be worked into 
a feature if you use a little imagination 
and originality in finding an angle, or 
reason for writing it. You will soon 
find there is no shortage of subject 
matter—only of time to investigate it. 


OU HAVE the idea. Now you want 

to get the information by way 
of an interview. Chances are that for 
your first couple of features you will 
choose your subject from among your 
friends. But after that you'll have to 
approach strangers. This, I think, is 
the hardest part for the novice. But you 
will soon learn that almost everybody 
is pleased at the idea of being featured 
in a story. If he is a hobbyist, for in- 
stance, he finds his avocation fascinating 
and wants others to be interested, too. 
Of the sixty-seven people I asked for 
an interview, only two refused; the rest 
not only consented but were enthusiastic 
about having been asked. Through trial 
and error I found that by far the best 
way tO get your story is to telephone 
your subject first and make an ap- 
pointment for a definite day and time. 
The conversation might go something 
like this: “Mrs. Doe, this is Mary Jones. 
I understand that you have an unusual 
hobby of and I called to ask if you 
would have any time in the next few 
days to discuss it with me for a news- 
paper story.” Later on you can add, 
“Probably to be used in the Blank Daily 
News,” or whatever the name of the 
paper for which you are writing. 

I blush to confess that when I first 
started writing features I used to start 
out in the car and drive around until 
I came upon something or somebody 
appropriate for a feature story. This, 
of course, is a terrific waste of time, 
gasoline and self confidence as you are 
very apt to come home without any 
story at all. Once you’ve met your 
subject there is only one way to find

out what you want to know and that 
is by asking questions. You may ask 
him how many others have his hobby 
(if he is the only one in the town, 
state, or vicinity, your article is just 
that much better), how he started, 
where he got his idea, future plans 
involving his hobby and many, many 
others. 

It takes all kinds of people to make 
a world and nobody knows it better 
than a feature writer. Some people talk 
too much and others not enough. It’s 
up to you to draw out the reserved and 
keep the ramblers to the point. I usually 
spend about an hour on the interview. 
These people, the ones you seek out as 
being interesting and outstanding, gen- 
erally have one attitude in common— 
one that makes your job easier—and 
that is a healthy regard for their own 
abilities. There is very little of the “aw 
shucks, t'warnt nuthin’” manner. To 
be one of the best in their field or to 
have thought of and executed an orig- 
inal idea is something and.they know 
it. And they will tell you about it. 
Except that you may ask a few more 
questions and take notes, the interview 
is no more than any friendly conversa- 
tion between two people who are in- 
terested in the same thing. 


N°” YOU are ready to write your 
story. The actual mechanics of 
writing an acceptable feature can be 





boiled down to the simple application 
of the who, what, where, why and 
when treatment you learned at school. 
By far the best way to learn how to 
get this information into a colorful, 
compact and lively article is to buy 
a batch of newspapers and study the 
features appearing in them. Since this 
is the type of thing you are aiming to 
create, note carefully the brevity, the 
use of familiar, everyday words and 
the punch of the lead sentence. That 
first sentence is all-important in a 
feature as it determines whether your 
reader will yawn and pass on to the 
next page of the paper or whether he 
will pause and finish the story. Indeed, 
it often determines whether the editor 
will finish the story. 

Space is always at a premium in a 
newspaper and space is not made to 
fit your story but your story is made 
to fit the space by the simple expedient 
of cutting from the bottom up. Write — 
so that the last couple of paragraphs 
can be cut off and the reader will still 
have a complete story. In other words, 
put your most important information 
near the beginning. 

The title or headline for your story 
is written in the office. You do not put 
any heading on it. Type, double space, 
starting about half way down on the 
first page, on newsprint or copy paper. 

When your feature goes to market, a

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K NITTING NEED not only be a pas- 
time! It can be a source of pre- 
cious independence. I learned that a 
few years ago when, in an effort to 
earn some extra money, I turned my 
hobby into a profitable home business. 
Specialty shops in New York City and 
Connecticut now sell my handknits. A 
long list of steady, private customers 
keeps me busy during slack seasons;

and I also sell original designs for 
sweaters, bootees, mittens, etc., to the 
popular women’s magazines. Is it any 
wonder that I believe a woman can 
stay at home and still have a career! 
The axiom that a well developed 
special interest has a market value ap- 
plies as well to needlework as to sci- 
ence. So if you are bored hanging 
around the house, if you want to do 
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KAY BOWE PACKAGES her handknit bootees in round transparent boxes which 

keep them clean as well as visible. Such things as proper packaging and attractive 

labels are important factors in determining whether you sell a hobby product 
made at home. 
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something useful but don’t know just 
what or how to go about doing some- 
thing constructive, why not try knitting 
your way to contentment? 

There is money to be made in hand- 
knits. Comfortable money—not big 
money. Truth is always better medi- 
cine than a sugar-coated pill so let it 
be said here in the beginning that 
marketing a home-produced item in- 
volves plenty of trials and tribulations 
mixed with the pleasure. The road is 
not an easy one to follow. It takes 
thought, knowledge, imagination, and 
hard work to sell what you make at 
home. The volume of business you do 
will, of course, depend on the amount 
of time you can spare from other duties; 
but whether one or six hours a day is 
given to your work you must let noth- 
ing (not even a family crisis) disturb 
you. 


Y FRIENDS’ enthusiasm for the 
handknits I’d made for years for 
a foundling hospital made me feel 
that the items I made had commercial 
possibilities. So one day I sat down 
and tried to figure out what steps 
would have to be taken before I could 
actually begin to sell handknits. Experi- 
ence has shown me that the making of 
an item is the easiest part of the whole 
approach. Such things as a neat looking 
label to sew into each item, boxes, an- 
nouncements, and the all important 
price tag are the prime factors in 
whether or not your product sells. 
One of the most difficult things for 
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the home worker to comprehend is the 
question of the price tag. There is no 
point in spending time and energy and 
then selling an item at a loss because 
you don’t know how much your cost 
has actually been. Strict account of your 
expenses and the time spent in making 
the item must be kept. When, for 
instance, you are making baby bootees 
you must bear in mind that you will 
make the tenth pair far more quickly 
than you made the first, so your price 
tag should be set on the quicker time. 
Allow something for packaging, too— 
box, wrapping paper, ribbon, etc. As 
most of the things I make are gift 
items, I include a suitable gift card 
free, with each article. Another thing to 
take into consideration when setting 
your price tag is whether you are 
going to sell directly to customers or 
whether you are going to place your 
handmade item in shops. Few shops 
take less than one-third off the retail 
price and most shops ask at least 50 
percent off the retail price. To the 
home worker this may seem out of all 
proportion to the effort and money 
she has expended; but you must realize 
that a shopkeeper has to pay rent, 
salaries, other expenses—so he needs 
that mark-up. 

Fifty to seventy-five cents an hour 
is about average for homecraft work 
such as knitting. Your big payment is 
more likely to be in experience and 
friendship, in a new sense of function- 
ing usefulness and broadened horizons. 
A good yardstick to use in setting a 
price tag is that given out by the New 
York State Department of Commerce. 
Once you have a record of your costs 
and labor, they tell you to add 10 
percent in case you ever wish to get 
wholesale orders, take these total costs 
and double them. You then have your 
top retail price. 

Next, ask yourself: would I pay this 
price for an item like this? If you 
would, your price is probably a fair 
one. If you think it is expensive, so 
in all probability will your customers. 
Then you must go back and see if you 
can cut your expenses or improve your 
working time. Never surrender quality 
to lower your price, though. If you 
can’t reach a suitable price, try making 
something else. At present I sell bootees 
for $1.50, mittens for $1.25 and up, 
infants’ sweaters from $4 up. Because 
of other commitments I can devote only 
about three hours a day to knitting— 
yet I average between $50 and $60 a 
month in profits. 
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PICTURED ABOVE ARE TWO SWEATERS popular with the Toddler Set. Kay 
Bowe limits her knit items to infants’ and toddlers’ sizes; for these take less time 
less material and bring a comparatively larger price than items in big sizes. 


Wwe ARTICLES can you sell? The 
wise move is to decide on one 
item—something you make well and 
enjoy making. You can always add to 
your line after you have a few good 
outlets. A unique potholder usually 
sells readily. And anything for babies. 
In doing handknitting you can’t com- 
pete with factory made items either in 
quantity or price. So make something 
that is different from machine mades 
—something that is earmarked “hand- 
made.” Remember, too, that success 
in selling depends not only on skilled 
workmanship, but on demand for the 
product turned out. The choice of your 
item should be made in relation to 
the needs of the people it will serve. 
Experience has taught me that the 
over-all profit on a tiny item far ex- 
ceeds that on, say, an afghan which 
takes many weeks to make. So if you 
are seriously thinking of going into 
business at home, try doing it with 
small items—inexpensive in time as 
well as_materials used. 

When I started to sell handknits I 
chose children’s mittens for my first 
selling item. I had made them for years 
for nieces and nephews and felt I 
could make them better and faster 
than I could make anything else. To 
give the mittens a distinctive touch, I 
ran a contrasting color yarn through 
the two cables on the back of the 
mitten and put two big pompons to 


match at the wrist. Gradually I added 
little sweaters to my line—a surplice 
cardigan has proved to be very popular, 
perhaps because this style sweater is 
difficult to find in a manufactured 
item. Then came bootees! Babies, like 
time and the tide, go on forever and 
the demand for something to take to 
a new baby holds up throughout the 
year! So I designed my bootees with a 
gift market in mind. The bootees fea- 
ture pompon tie strings in place of 
the customary ribbon ties, and they are 
packaged in a round transparent plastic 
box which adds considerably to their 
appeal. 

Just for fun why not follow these 
directions and see how easy it is to 
make a pair of bootees? 

Using 3-ply baby yarn and No. 2 
needles, cast on 37 stitches. Work in 
Moss Stitch (K 1, P 1, across row and 
on return row K above the P stitch and 
P above the K stitch) for 114 inches. 
Rib. in K 1, P 1, for 2 inches. Slip 
first and last 13 stitches on separate 


. holders and work in Moss Stitch on 


center 11 stitches for 20 rows. Pick up 
12 stitches along each side of gusset 
and pick up 13 stitches from each 
holder. Work even in Moss Stitch on 61 
stitches for 10 rows. Place a marker 
on center stitch and, still continuing 
in Moss Stitch, decrease 1 stitch at each 
end of needle and decrease 1 stitch, on

It started 
at our home in Armonk, New York, 
from nothing but a gardening hobby, 
a desire to make extra money in spare 
time, and a glass-enclosed box outside 
the cellar window for a hotbed. It has 
grown into an established wholesale

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business with greenhouse, coldframes, 
station wagon, registered trade name, 
and steady customers. 

It is not speculative but it is profit- 
able and very interesting. Gardening 
treasure hunters seek the pot of gold by 
trying to create new named varieties or 
by going in for exotic flowers, much 
as livestock people may try chinchillas 
or fancy pheasants. These are hazardous 
ways to lay away a little something 
for winter. The steady income lies in 
products that everyone knows, and can 
afford. The perfect combination is a 
product that has a touch of luxury but 
can be sold cheaply. That is the basis 
of this operation—“cut rate luxuries in 
volume.” 


W E BEGAN by retailing geraniums 
and ivy, but the first customers 


wanted African violets or philodendron. 
So we tried to have something of every- 
thing and to have it in bloom when 
someone wanted it. As a spare time 
activity without a roadside stand the 
volume of sale was not worth the ef- 
fort. Then we grew an assortment of 
cacti and succulents to sell to florists 
for dish gardens, but again the volume 
was too small and the competition from 
southern growers keen. Nor could we 
compete with specialists on the big 
flower holiday items like poinsettias 
and Easter lilies. 

Finally we saw what now seems so 
evident. We would raise plants the com- ~ 
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mercial growers did not raise, and sell 
them where they did not sell—inexpen- 
sive house plants to satisfy the impulse 
buying of housewives at five and ten’s, 
supermarkets, and roadside stands. 
Plants such as coleus and tuberous be- 
gonias which need frequent watering, 
or are too fragile, and cannot be shipped 
in from afar. Such plants are in con- 
sequent short supply and enjoy a steady 
local demand. Dealers are hungry for 
color on their counters. They want a 
near-by source of supply for frequent 
deliveries and constant fresh stock. So 
this demand for a succession of dif- 
ferent items, in quantities too small to 
be attractive to the big flower producer, 
is ample to keep me busy. 

I virtually have no competition. The 
head plant buyer of a national syndi- 
cate asked me if I could not possibly 
supply their stores in neighboring 
towns. I would love to. It would be 
a little gold mine. But in the time at 
my disposal it is not profitable for me 
to deliver beyond a limited radius. 
However, every town from coast to 
coast which can support the usual chain 
stores Can support one or more “home 
growers.” To help people in these towns 
to get started I have, therefore, compiled 
my notes and records into a compact 
workingman’s manual entitled “Grow 
Extra Dollars—at Home.” This shows 
the average man exactly what to do. 


A= YOU need for your “home grow- 
ing” business is: 

Plot of ground, 

A propagating bed, 

A coldframe, 

A motor car. 


Having the ground and auto, an in- 
vestment of about $100 in equipment 
and supplies, plus six to ten hours a 
week in spare time, starts you in busi- 
ness. 

A plot of ground the size of the 
ordinary backyard vegetable patch is 
sufficient. The propagating bed is a 
glass covered box with about four 
inches of moist sand in the bottom, and 
heat underneath. It is cheaper to oper- 
ate when in a greenhouse, but can be 
a section of your coldframe outdoors. 
Heat is supplied indoors by a thermo- 
statically controlled electric cable, and 
outdoors by either the cable or horse 
manure. It is used to start seeds and 
bulbs, and to root cuttings. It costs new, 
with the heating unit, about $40. 

The coldframe is a bottomless box 
made of 2-inch stock lumber, set in 


the garden, and covered with standard - 
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AS GARDENING HOBBYISTS the R. B. Reynolds had long wanted a greenhouse 

but regarded it as a luxury they couldn’t afford. But when they visualized the 

additional income it would produce they bought one and by extending their 
growing period increased the profits from their gardening project. 


3-by-6-foot coldframe sash. The new 
material cost of a five-sash frame, which 
is large enough to start with, is about 
$60. It will hold thirty-five flats of 
seedlings which sell for $2 each, so 


your first crop more than pays for this 
piece of equipment. You then use it 
to carry along potted plants where they 
can be conveniently shaded by a slat

N.APPRECIATIVE husband’s reaction 

to the gift of a fragile ballerina 
statuette which she had made as an 
adornment for the library mantel, en- 
couraged Mrs. Dorothy Voshell to test 
her skill in reproducing the lovely dolls 
of yesteryear. 

During the last two years, Mrs. Vo- 
shell’s sales have increased and her 
hobby of copying antique china dolls 
has become a financial success. Her 
replica china heads sell for from $4 to 
$9.50 and dressed dolls for $8 and up. 
She sells not only to individuals, but 
to doll collectors who are unable to get 
the originals. Recently a Jenny Lind 
doll costumed in rose slipper satin of 
period style was bought immediately 
upon completion by a jeweler for $35 
to enhance his display window. 

Mrs. Voshell has more than seventy 
different exquisite replicas made from 
original china, parian, and German bis- 
que dolls. 

The Voshells are the parents of two 
daughters and two sons who have gone 
from college into successful business 
careers. This satisfaction has given the 
mother the inspiration and the oppor- 
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tunity to use her active mind and talent 
in pursuing her pleasant and profitable 
hobby that began only to fill leisure 
hours. 


6 INITIAL step was taken by Mrs. 
Voshell several years ago when 
she found ceramics a novel and in- 
triguing pastime. She—a natural artist 
—decided she wanted to know the 
fundamentals of the art in order to do 
better work; consequently, she took a 
specialized course at the Janhon Ce- 
ramics Studio at Baytown, Texas. 

Returning to her home in Bucklin, 
Kansas, she was persuaded to open a 
studio and teach ceramics. But she, 
being a very thorough person, soon dis- 
covered that the demands of the class 
left no time for her to experiment 
with or enjoy this new kind of avoca- 
tion. One of her students opened a ce- 
ramics studio. Since in the meantime 
Mrs. Voshell had found her new art 
of reproducing the elegant original dolls 
more absorbing than ceramics, and now 
that her student could take over the 
teaching, she discontinued that phase 
and devoted her time to collecting, bor- 
rowing, and buying the old dolls from 
relatives, doll collectors, friends, and 
even curious strangers who became in- 
terested in the idea. 

Eventually the large basement of the 
Voshell home was converted into a 
workshop which houses the materials 
and facilities: two kilns, clay, tools, 
paints, glazes, worktable, and shelf 
upon shelf of molds. There Mrs. Vo- 
shell indulges herself with it all and 
especially enjoys painting the dainty 
features on her beautiful creations. 


IRST MRS. VOSHELL must find the 

dolls. She started with three doll 
heads of the 1870’s which belong to 
her sister-in-law in the neighboring 
town of Dodge City. Then friends in 
the sister-in-law’s and Mrs. Voshell’s 
town became interested. As she says, 
news of unusual hobbies spreads quick- 
ly so that in a short time she had more 
than two dozen dolls—some had both 
hands and feet, but many had long 
since survived with only a head; also, 
she sometimes found hands and feet 
without a head. 

Mrs. Voshell has a niece, Mrs. Kath- 
eryn Keehn, in Richmond, Virginia, 
who collects dolls for her daughter, 
Judy, and has contributed generously 
to the Voshell supply. Another niece, 
Mrs. Fred Hederhorst of Baytown, 
Texas, has not only contributed origin- 
als but bought some dolls of which she 
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ACCORDING TO MRS. VOSHELL this doll, Carrie Ordway, is the most outstanding 

and most beautiful of all her dolls. The model’s stylishly upswept blond hair and 

blue ribbon complement her delicate skin tone and fine features. Mrs. Nellie 
McWilliams of Delhi, ‘Colorado, owns the original.

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was unable to find the originals. Mrs. 
Voshell has a sister in California, two 
nieces in Nevada, a sister-in-law in 
Washington state and a niece, Mrs. 
Forrest Morris (a doll collector) in 
McPherson, Kansas. These relatives and 
in turn their friends have also helped 
in the search. 

A number of originals have come 
from persons who have seen Mrs. Vo- 
shell’s work and her collection of origi- 
nals and replicas in her own home. 
That reminds the visitor that in moth- 
er’s or auntie’s old trunk or in grand- 
mother's attic there is a doll and in due 
time it is retrieved and finds its way 








to Mrs. Voshell’s workshop. In return 
she always presents the donor with a 
replica complete—head, body, hands 
and feet. 

Mrs. Voshell has some offers that 
she cannot use such as dolls with hair, 
eyes that open and close and those with 
eyelashes. Most people are quite willing 
to lend a prized doll when they find 
that it is in no way injured in the 
process of reproductiqn. Some very rare 
dolls have been lent by strangers to 
friends of the artist; these strangers 
were delighted to receive the original 
back in perfect order and also a copy 
of the original. Mrs. Voshell buys some

originals in her travels, visiting antique 
shops and doll collectors, but she finds 
that very few old dolls can be bought 
at a reasonable price. 


NCE SHE has a new doll head Mrs. 

Voshell is eager to make the mold 
from which she makes the reproduction. 
And to quote her, “Then the fun be- 
gins.” 

She makes the mold from_ potter's 
plaster for which she recommends U. S. 
Gypsum No. 1 plaster. There are other 
usable kinds, but she admonishes, “For 
goodness sakes, do not waste time mak- 
ing molds from dental plaster for it 
is too soft and too expensive.” 


The mold will be made in box-like 
form. Buy metal sheets 4 by 6 inches, 
6 by 12 inches and 8 by 16 inches, 
bent in right angles. She takes four 
sheets the same size to make the four 
corners of a mold and uses a block of 
wood .one inch thick and from six to 
twelve inches square on which to put 
the modeling clay and the doll head. 
The wooden block makes the form 
more substantial once it is set up. On 
the block of wood place the modeling 
clay that has been rolled smooth with 
a rolling-pin. This clay must be thick 
enough to embed the doll head to the 
original seam on the head—face up. If 
the original seam cannot be distin- 
guished, one should make a mark from 
the top. of the shoulder up over the 
ear to the shallowest and highest place 
on the head and thus down the other 
side of the head. 

Before the head is embedded in the 
clay the shoulders are filled in with the 
modeling clay and this “cork” or plug 
is extended to two inches below the 
bottom of the doll head. This in ce- 
ramics is known as a “spare.” This spare 
keeps the plaster from running into the 
head while the mold is being made, 
and provides an opening through which 
the casting slip is poured when the 
mold is finished. 


When the shoulders of the doll head 
have been fitted “with the modeling 
clay spare, it is then laid down onto 
the modeling clay that has been rolled 
smooth; then Mrs. Voshell marks 
around the head and shoulders, next 
removes the doll head and cuts out the 
clay. Then she embeds the head in the 
cut out place and with small pieces of 
clay fills in the highest and shallowest 
places, pushing down until firm and 
smooth, making sure to follow the 
mark or seam of the head. One must be 
very careful not to build clay over some 
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high places, otherwise the model could 
not be removed from the hardened 
plaster once it is set. 


FTER THE head is embedded the 
modeling clay must be made as 
smooth as possible. For this Mrs. Voshell 


uses a case knife or her fingers; then in “ 


the corners and at the sides she embeds 
at least three marbles on a side (each 
marble embedded half way down). 
These marbles make what are known 
as locks which keep the two pieces of 
the mold from slipping out of place 
when the two pieces are finished and 
put back together. 


While the head is embedded and the 


marbles in place, the head should be 
cleaned of any clay particles with a 


damp cloth. Mrs. Voshell is now ready - 


to place the box form around the block 
of wood on which the doll head is 
embedded. Take four metal squared 
pieces; place them at the corners; let 
them overlap each other in the center 
of each of the four sides. Use snap 
clothes pins to hold them together at 
the top and a soft clothes line rope tied 
tightly at the bottom to hold the metals 
in place. All corners are to be filled 
with clay so no plaster can run through. 
Next cover or size the sides thoroughly, 
also the clay in which the doll head is 
embedded, with soap or separator. This 
separator can be green soap which can 
be bought at any drug store or one can 
make it from one bar of pure castille 
soap dissolved in a quart of boiling 
water—cooled and bottled. The soap is 
used so the plaster will not adhere to 
the sides and so the plaster will come 
away clean from the modeling clay. 


The soap is not used on a glazed , 


head. A mold can be made over clay 
that has been fired, over glazed wood, 
or bisque. 


Me VOSHELL is now ready to mix 
the potter’s plaster. She puts wa- 
ter in any pan or bowl of convenient 
size that will hold the amount she 
thinks will cover the object in the form 
—at least two inches. Into this bowl she 
sprinkles plaster until little dry islands 
build up on top of the water. This 
shows that the water has absorbed all 
it can. She stirs gently and pours the 
plaster into the form; the plaster will 
surround the model and assume its 
shape. 

The plaster goes through a heating 
period and then hardens. Mrs. Voshell 
now proceeds as follows: Let stand 
until cold to the touch; remove from 
the form and turn the half just made 
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over so that the plaster side is now on 
the bottom. Remove the board with 
the clay and also the marbles. With a 
damp cloth remove any clay from the 
head and the plaster. Any rough places 
or sharp edges can be cut smooth with 
a knife. Again smooth up the modeling 
clay that fills the doll’s shoulders (the 
cork, or spare also known as plug). 
The first half of the mold is now com- 
pleted. Use the same form again. Place 
it around the plaster that contains the 
head that is now face down and is not 
yet removed from the plaster. Tie very 
tightly as before around the bottom and 


use snap clothes pins again to hold the 


metal pieces together. Again fill the 
corners with clay so the plaster: will 
not run through. Again brush potter’s 
soap on the sides and thoroughly brush 
the plaster and marble holes. Also brush 
the soap on the spare of the doll head. 
Otherwise one would not be able to 
separate the two halves of the mold 
from the doll head and the doll head 
would have to be dug out of a very 

solid piece of plaster. 
Now mix the plaster as for the first 
half; pour into this second half; let 
(Continued on page 43)

I ADD to my income by cover- 
ing or painting match fold- 
ers and boxes. Collectors are 
always on the watch for un- 
usual covers and others like 
them for party favors, gifts, or 
prizes. Inexpensive plaid or 
plain ribbon wide enough to 
cover the box or folder and 
rubber cement are the only 
tools necessary. I buy match 
folders or penny match boxes for about 20 cents for fifty. 
Ribbon is from 4 to 10 cents a yard. One yard covers six 
folders. I use left over paint or enamel to decorate covers 
also. A design or initial in contrasting color is simple to 
do, if you use a tiny brush and oil paints. You may even 
use decals. I find these hand painted ‘match folders sell 





quickly in Kansas City, Kansas, my home. I make up: sets | 


of twelve for 50 cents, with monograms, floral designs or 
mottos in contrasting colors. Of course, anyone can make 
these items, but not everyone cares to do so; that’s why you 
can readily sell the ones you make. The match folder col- 
lectors will love you too, if you give them an “original” 
occasionally.

| oan there is money in making hobby bedspreads with 
curtains to match. These are very popular with the teen- 
agers. You can make them of unbleached muslin and 
embroider pictures of dolls, airplanes, or whatever the cus- 
tomer’s hobby may be on the curtains and spread. These 
can be tinted any color. Colored sheets are nice to use to 
make these spreads and curtains also. You can make ruffles 
on the spreads and curtains 
of contrasting colors. If you 
do not care for embroidery you 
can applique the pictures on. 
In Peoria, Illinois, my home 
town, I get anywhere from $5 
to $10 a set for these spreads 
and curtains, depending of 
‘course on the work you put on 
them and the materials you use.

Then I 
paste the two pages together along the edges. The folded 
handkerchief slips readily into the small pocket formed.

. Flowers From Macaroni 


I MAKE Corsages of shell macaroni. These sell any time of 
the year. 1 buy all colors of cellophane and stamens, 
picture cord, eight-strand wire, green crepe paper to cover 
stems and a couple of packages of macaroni, and twelve 
dozen lacquered apple leaves. I cut a-strip of cellophane two 
inches wide and two inches long and lay the. open side of 
the macaroni on it and fold the cellophane: back over it. 
Bind tightly with wire,-using three shells for one flower. 
I use different colors of stamens; yellow goes well with any 
color flower. When I have eight flowers made I put them 
together with wire and add two lacquered apple leaves and 
then cover stems with rubber 
tape or green crepe paper and 
I have a very pretty corsage. 
For these I get 75 cents each 
in my home town, Sparta, Wis- 
consin. They sell particularly 
well just before Easter. I try 
to have a few hundred made 
up ahead. Some women have 
even bought them to wear on 
their hats.

Old Keys Become Jewelry 





HAVE discovered that those 
old brass keys which most 
all of us have lying around 
and just do not know what to 
do with, can be easily convert- 
ed into hobby cash. For those 
who do not have these keys 
around the house and still de- 
sire to try my plan the keys 
are plentiful at just about any 
second-hand store and for just 
about no cost too. First I polish the old key until it is bright 
and clean, either on a buffing wheel or by hand. Next, I 
solder to one side of the key a very small safety pin. I then 
place an assortment of twelve different design keys on a 
cardboard background and take them to the local drug 
store in my home town, Upper Jay, New York, and offer 
the store twenty-five per cent of selling price for handling. 
I retail the pins for 98 cents and they sell very well at this 
price. The cost per pin is almost too small to figure, so I

M* MOTHER taught me to make a felt horse lapel pin 
and I have found that I can sell just as many of them 
as I can produce, and still keep up with my school work.

I cut two pieces of a desired color felt 
in the shape of a horse’s head, and work an eye, nose and 
mouth with colored thread in proper place in one of the 
pieces. I sew pieces together (except at the bottom of

with bits of cotton. I close neck 
and make a realistic mane by 
sewing over and over in a loose 
loop the length of the neck 
with yarn. I sew three or four 
loops for forelock’ and cut 
them. I finish with a small 
gold safety pin sewn on the 
back.

OMBINING THREE hobbies 

in one has resulted in fas- 
cinating little animal pins which 
Mrs. Edwin Plumb of Morris, 
Connecticut, makes for fun and 
profit. Materials are light quar- 
ter-inch wood plus water color 
paints and white lacquer. Tools 
used are a jigsaw, electric wood- 
burning pen and a fine paint 
brush. First she draws or traces 
small elephants or ponies on wood and cuts them out on a 
jigsaw, using a fine blade. If there is any roughness, she - 
removes it with sandpaper. Next she uses the electric pen 
to make permanent dark outlines of the animal features 
and their harness. The next step is to paint the trappings 
in bright circus colors. The water paints dry almost immedi- 
ately and can be lacquered at once. The final step is to 
apply a pin to the back of the animal, quite high so it 
won't be top heavy. Boys wear these proudly on their caps, 
and women, young and old, go for them on sight. Averag- 
ing $1 an hour for her work, Mrs. Plumb sells these pins 
for 30 cents each wholesale.

rT Lr 
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ITTLE PAUL CAREY of Seaford, Dela- 

ware, had just turned 18 months old 
that February, 1948, when he stubbed 
his toe on a rug and fell into his rocking 
horse. What might have been a minor 
bump turned into a terrible accident for 
little Paul and the George Careys. The 
corner of the rocking horse punched 
Paul’s right eye out and an operation 
was performed that night to save his life. 


Doctors’ bills and hospital expenses 
were two-thirds of George’s salary that 
first year after the accident. The nerves 
of Paul’s mother, Pauline Carey, were 
frayed to the breaking point from worry 
over her infant son. “It was like a night- 
mare,” Pauline says, “and I kept reliving 
the accident over and over again.” 


Pauline Carey was always known to 
her friends as an excellent cook. To her, 
cooking was more than just part of the 
job of being a housekeeper and mother. 
Cooking to Mrs. Carey is a hobby as well 
as an essential household task. “I espe- 
cially like to bake cakes,” Mrs. Carey 
says, “but I like to cook, period.” She 
is always trying a new dish on her fam- 
ily...or a different twist to an old dish. 

One of her special dishes is spaghetti 
sauce made from a recipe given to her 
by Captain Harry Chambers of Lewes, 
Delaware, who is a well-known boat 
pilot of that town. Captain Chambers 
received the recipe from the master of 
an Italian ship he piloted safely up the 
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Delaware River from Lewes to Phila- 
delphia. 

This original recipe contained toma- 
toes, Onions, tomato puree, tomato paste, 
garlic, salt, sugar, peanut oil, black pep- 
per, red pepper and flour. By following 
her cooking hobby and experimenting, 
Mrs. Carey, by devising a different 
method of cooking the sauce, was able 
to eliminate the flour, which had been 
added for thickening. 


After Captain Chambers’ present was 
put to work in Mrs. Carey’s kitchen it 
didn’t take long for many of her friends 
to exclaim over the delicious sauce, and 
she would always give them a jar of it 
to take home. 


OME MONTHS after the accident had 

occurred, one of Mrs. Carey’s friends 
suggested that she put her hobby to use 
and make the sauce for sale to help meet 
the huge medical expenses that faced the 
Careys. Also, selling the sauce to her 
friends, instead of giving it to them, 
would keep her so busy that she would 
not have as much time for worry over 
little Paul, 


That suggestion was the start of a 
most interesting success story of a 
small business started from a hobby. 
The production for that first month was 
a few quarts of sauce made in a small 
pan on the kitchen stove of the Carey 
home. Most sales were made to friends 
who would drop in to buy a jar from 
the Careys’ refrigerator. Today, produc- 
tion has increased to well over seventy- 
five cases a week, with a good prospect 
of doubling that quantity in the very 
near future. 


From the first, Mrs. Carey’s sauce met 
with public approval and sales have 
increased by leaps and bounds. Three 
weeks after starting her venture she had 
doubled production and was using two 
pans on the kitchen stove, with a total 
production of twenty-four quarts a day. 


This gave Pauline confidence and she 
and George decided to put the venture 
on a real commercial basis, if it could 
be done. 

Mrs. Carey got busy on the telephone 
calling every name in the phone book, 
whether the name was known to her or 
not. Mr. Carey took pen in hand and 
began to write to different firms and the 
government for ideas on how to cut costs 
and about the legal involvements in 
selling a food product to the public. 

The Federal Security Agency’s Food 
and Drug Administration in Washing- 
ton gave Mr. Carey all the necessary 
information on what should appear on 
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PAULINE CAREY STIRS some of the many pounds of onions that go into one 
batch of her famous spaghetti sauce. A big chain store and a distributor to 
independent grocery stores are among the buyers of the sauce.

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the label relative to the contents of the 
sauce. 

A local newspaper editor gave them 
the name of a label company that could 
print their label just as they might 
want it. 

Both Pauline and George realized that 
their sauce would have to bear an at- 
tractive label for people to remember it 
when they were ready to buy again. 
They also knew that if they ever hoped 
to place their product into stores, they 
would have to have an attractive label 
that would stimulate impulse sales of 
the sauce. A label was sketched out and 
was printed on a yellow paper with 
blue lettering. 


M* CAREY tried to place her sauce 
in the local A & P Store. The local 
manager wanted to buy it but said he 
would have to go through the district 
manager in Baltimore. The district man- 
ager was contacted in person and_he 





consented to give the sauce a try in a 
few stores in Delaware. It is now carried 
by all the stores of the chain in the 
Baltimore district. 

By now production had grown to a 
point where five cases a day were being 
made in the kitchen and the Carey fam- 
ily put its collective foot down and 
demanded that Mrs. Carey find other 
quarters. There was so much spaghetti 
sauce brewing that there was no room 
to cook the family meals. 

The basement was then taken over, 
lock, stock and barrel and a woman was 
hired to help Mrs. Carey on a full-time 
basis. George became a bookkeeper and 
continued as salesman for his wife’s 
business during odd hours when he 
wasn’t working. Their son, Rowland, 
now 10, was able to do his part by 
helping his mother fasten labels to the 
jars. Paul wasn’t old enough to help at 
that time. 

Time became a problem. Mr. and

Mrs. Carey arose at 5 o'clock each morn- 
ing to start the day’s work. Pounds and 
pounds of onions had to be cut up and 
fried with Mrs. Carey standing for sev- 
eral hours stirring the big pots of sauce 
while they slowly simmered on the stove. 

To Speed production, Mr. Carey built 
a multi-burner electric stove with the 
burners properly spaced to handle the 
large pots used. He also converted a 
vegetable slicer to his wife’s needs for 
cutting the onions. To save her the 
necessity of stirring by hand, Mr. Carey 
rigged a motor with a shaft and paddles 
attached for stirring the sauce auto- 
matically while it cooked. Now he is 
working on a gadget to put labels on 
the jars in a jiffy without having to 
use a slow hand sponge. 


FTER THE onions are cut and fried 

they are put into a sauce of toma- 
toes and tomato puree and tomato paste 
in either the fifteen-gallon or the twen- 
ty-gallon army surplus pots used on the 
stove. The electric stirrer keeps this 
moving slowly for eight hours over a 
medium fire, after it has begun to boil. 
The juice is then cooked out of the 
tomatoes to the desired thickness. Just 
before it is poured into jars, Mrs. Carey 
turns the fire up to bring the sauce back 
to a boil. 

Twelve sterilized jars make a case that 
goes to a store. The patronage of a 
hospital and an industrial plant were 
solicited and they buy cases containing 
four, one-gallon jars each. To pour the 
sauce into the jars is an art in itself. 
The jars seal while cooling as the sauce 
contracts and pulls the lids tight. If too 
much sauce has been poured the lids 
will not seal. If too little is poured, then 
the customer has less sauce than ap- 
peared to be in the jar at the time it 
was filled. 

With production expanded to this 
point, the Careys began to look for ways 
and means of cutting costs to the bone. 
Visits to local canners got wholesale 
prices for much of the tomato products 


that went into production. The yellow. 


classified section of the Philadelphia 
telephone book gave them addresses 
needed to obtain jars, lids and cases at 
wholesale prices. 

It was also at this point in the busi- 
ness that sales and production took their 
biggest jump. Mrs. Carey sent a jar of 
her sauce to a local food distributor for 
him to try at home. He liked it so well 
that he told her he would attempt to 
place it in the independent stores he 


’ serviced.

The Chicks And |

W? ARE city people and always have 
' been, but ours is a country 


hobby; we raise chickens for a profit 
in Ontario, California. 

A local feed store advertisement got 
us started. It offered a couple of dozen 
baby chicks to first comers, no strings 
attached. Strictly “city slickers” that we 
were, we had no intention of being 
taken in by such an obvious come-on. 
We were, of course, lock, stock and 
feed; but it was to our mutual ad- 
vantage as it later worked out. It just 
seemed to us that two dozen baby 
chicks, ribbon bedecked, would make 
lovely Easter presents for all the chil- 
dren we knew. So we carried off our 
quota of -Austra-white cockerels, only 
to find that the parents of our small 
friends were less than enthusiastic about 
the fuss, muss and bother of a baby 
chick, with the future possibility of 
crowing roosterhood. 

We found ourselves stuck with 
twenty-four chicks. Junior refused to 
part with them, and besides we wouldn’t 
have known how to get rid of them 
anyway. We put them in an apple box 
with a flooring of wire screen about 
two inches above the box bottom, gave 
them water and baby-chick mash, and 
warmed them by means of an ordinary 
light bulb on a ten-cent extension cord. 

This apparatus cluttered up our 
kitchen for ten days. Our enchanted 
two-year-old handled the chicks with 
tender cruelty nearly every waking 
minute, but not one of them died! Then 
we transferred the box just outside the 
back door and plugged the extension 
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into the porch light. Here they thrived 
for two more weeks until they outgrew 
their box. We were face to face with 
the prospect of their actually growing 
up. 

_ So we went to the library and got 
a book, several in fact, and learned that 
we were the possessors of twenty-four 
incipient broilers, fryers or caponettes, 
depending simply upon the butchering 
age we chose. We decided on broilers, 
because that meant we only had to keep 
them for eight weeks. We wired off a 
small place behind the garage, less than 
five by ten feet, placed three boxes 
along one side for them to roost on, a 
pot of water at one end and a bowl of 
ordinary commercial broiler mash at the 
other, and refilled each once a day. 


HAT’S ABSOLUTELY all there was to 
raising them. Each chick cost 50 
cents for his feed. There were, no other 
expenses. After eight weeks we took 
them to a dressing plant, where they 
were butchered and packed for 25 cents 
apiece. 

Then came the big day. We put a 
chunk of ice in a packing box fitted 
into the trunk of our car, placed the 
packaged chicks around the ice, and 
with some trepidation, but quite a 
feeling of adventure, I started off to 
ring doorbells in a near-by housing 
tract. I was scarcely able to get by my 
first quavering, “Good morning, I’ve 
a special on home-grown broilers . . . ” 
But the housewives were friendly and 
interested, and in four hours I had sold 
all twenty-four. They had cost us 50 
cents an eviscerated pound to raise; a 
fair marketing price in our vicinity was 
69 cents a pound, and since the broilers 
averaged one and a half. pounds net, 








they sold for $1.03. Our clear profit 
was 28 cents a bird, $6.72 on the lot, 
minus a quarter for ice. I was elated 
with such a return on four hours of 
spare-time activity, and full of big ideas. 


Why not raise enough chicks so that 
we could have two dozen to sell each 
week? That would net us around $26 a 
month, after deductions for feed and 
packaging, at practically no investment 
and with very little work. That was pin- 
money we really needed, so we started 
figuring in earnest. We learned we 
could buy all the Austra-white cockerels 
we could use for three cents apiece. It 
seemed foolproof until my husband did 
some rapid figuring that showed we 
would have to have 300 chickens on 
hand all the time, in order for*me to 
supply a route with two dozen a week. 
But we live in town, and while our 
back yard is ample, it’s neither zoned 
nor designed for 300 birds—and neither 
are our neighbors! 

However, we solved that, too, with 
a wonderful gadget called a “thirty-five- 
week-battery-brooder.” It is our biggest 
investment, but was a steal at $50, 
second-hand, and can be sold for that 
or more should we ever have to liqui- 
date our little “farming” venture. With 
this special brooder, thirty-five chicks 
are kept on each level of a six-story 
cage that is seven feet high, and occu- 
pies only about five by six feet of 
ground space. The chicks are rotated 
as they grow—from the top floor which 
is an incubator, down to the ground 
floor or “butchering” room, where they 
are literally: “ripe for picking.” This 
way the chicks take no space, are 
scientifically watered and fed—the food 
and water are simply placed in troughs 
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at each level for that purpose. There 
is no problem of mixing batches of the 
wrong age together. 

We also learned about the process of 
caponizing. This procedure rapidly fat- 
tens and tenderizes the male chickens. 
It costs only two and a half cents a 
bird, and involves a simple injection 
behind the neck that any amateur 
(even I) can learn to do in no time. 
Raising caponettes has many advan- 
tages. The cheapest and hardiest strains 
lose their toughness if they are capon- 
ized at around five weeks. Good fryers, 
on the other hand, must be specially 
bred and fed for the proper tenderness; 
fryer day-old chicks are more expensive, 
more delicate, have a higher mortality 
rate (nearly twenty per cent) and cost 
more to feed. There is more poundage 
to caponettes, in less time, and with 
less feed—they are two and a half 
pounds eviscerated weight at about 
twelve weeks, which is a good selling 
weight. Not least, caponettes make a 
better and less expensive family meal 
than do the smaller broilers, because 
there is less bone and more juicy meat. 
What’s more, caponettes are not on 
hand daily in the super-markets, so 
there is less competition. Ours cost me 
$1.03 for a 2'%4-pounder, and at 78 
cents a pound, net 89 cents apiece or 
$21.36 on two dozen. 


For all these reasons, we decided to 
raise only caponettes, and it has worked 
out well. Many customers had never 
tasted or prepared this type of chicken, 
sO we were wary about sales resistance 
at first, but a special introductory offer 
at a low price, and a little mimeo- 
graphed sheet of recipes turned the 
trick, and now I’m well-known for 
handling a special, sought-after delicacy. 


S SOON as the route was established, 
I arranged to pick up thirty dozen 
farm-fresh eggs from a farmer, near the 
packaging plant. At an average profit 
of fifteen cents a dozen, this adds $4.50 
a week with practically no extra work. 


So except for our $50 investment in 
equipment, and the running investment 
for feed, and’$3 for a second-hand ice- 
box, we have had a net profit of $25.86 
a week, $103.44 per month (less $1.66 
for venders license). For the year, with 
one month out for vacation, this has 
meant a tidy $1,119. 

It’s what I consider a one-day-a-week 
job: four hours of delivery time, plus 
the two trips to the packaging plant, 
and that’s only twenty minutes each 
way. And besides much needed extra 
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cash, it’s given us, the wonderful ex- 
perience of actually seeing things grow, 
and has continued as a source of delight 
for our youngster, who really helps with 
the feeding and watering now and 
regards himself as a thriving junior 
farmer. 


Window Painter 
Tyne Nulph 


HEN PAUL H. NULPH started cook- 
ing in a restaurant in Lamesa, 
Texas, three years ago, he had never 
tried any sign painting. He had very 
little training but had a natural talent 
as an artist. About two weeks before the 
annual rodeo he had an idea. Talking 
to the manager of the cafe, he asked, 
“Why not let me paint a sign adver- 
tising the rodeo on your front window?” 
The cafe manager hesitated, then told 
Nulph to go ahead. “Paint me something 
clever like a rider on a bucking horse, 
lettering the date of the rodeo,” he said. 
By the time Nulph finished, there 
were two or three other stores waiting 
for one of the signs. Warmed by this 
bit of enthusiasm, Nulph ambled on 
down the street. 

He noticed that all the grocery, hard- 
ware, automobile sales and department 
store windows were his prospects. And 
as a self-made window specialist, using 
good paints and fresh ideas for attracting 


the public eye, he was determined to 
decorate them at a price. So he set out 
to make sample pictures in pen, ink and 
wash, as samples of what the finished 
product would be like in water color 
on the window. These included pictures 
of bucking horses, ropers, steers, and 
clowns in several different poses. He put 
them in a note book so each merchant 
could glance through and take his choice. 

Some few frowned upon the idea but 
mostly even the smallest merchant 
realized that modern methods of ad- 
vertising are essential to good business. 


_ By rodeo time he had sold his idea to 


about half of the town. Nulph agreed to 
paint large display windows for $5 each 
and smaller ones for $3.50, grossing up 
to $25 or $30 for a half day’s work as 
he continued to hold his regular job. 


a eee RODEO season begins about the 
middle of June and lasts through 
September. Nulph has branched out and 
now works all the small towns within 
a radius of 200 or 300 miles. He some- 
times sees the head of a store’s decorating 
department and works with him; other- 
wise he works independently. On auto- 
mobiles for the rodeo parade he paints 
pictures for $2.50 a side and up. 
After the first rodeo was over Nulph 
had some business cards made. The cards 
have his name, address, phone number 
and his type of work, which is the paint- 
ing of signs, show cards, cartoons, 
‘murals, caricatures and portraits. He

solicited his business by personal con- 
tact, going from one store to another, 
introducing himself and saying; “I am a 
sign painter. Do you happen to need 
any signs today?” 

With those who didn’t need any signs 
done just then, he would leave his card 
and ask them to-call or contact him if 
at some later date they would need any 
sign painting done. Business men soon 
began to come by his house or call by 
telephone, and at present they keep him 
very busy. 

Nulph says that anyone, with some 
practice, can start “defacing” window 
panes at a profit. He’s taught apprentices 
how to letter window panes in a week’s 
time. 

He uses five or six sable brushes, each 
a different size—a wide one for large 
lettering, a smaller one for shading the 
outside and a thin one for painting a 
line through the large letters, etc. Nulph 
uses ten different colors; these can be 
mixed to get any color you want. A 
small portion of white, yellow and red 
make a flesh color. Adding yellow to 
green makes chartreuse. Black with 
white makes grey. Red added to brown 
makes a rich looking reddish brown. It’s 
interesting to mix colors so give it a 
try. 

Window paint should be thinned with 
water to a light cream consistency. To 
keep from dripping paint on the win- 
dows, paint faster and you'll find sur- 
prisingly that the faster you work, the 
straighter and more accurate the letters. 
A good lettering book can be bought 
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at any good paint supply store with the 
different styles or types of the alphabet. 
What’s more, $25 can set you up in a 
window sign business with the neces- 
sary paints, brushes, grease, pencil, paint 
box and a five-foot step ladder. 

If you have artistic talent you can 
readily draw a rider on a bucking horse. 
If you do not have any artistic talent 
you can still arrange with merchants 
to paint on their windows their specials 
each week. You know the alphabet and 
with practice, courage and imagination, 
you can take it from there and net your- 
self some money. 

At Christmas Nulph paints Santa 
Claus riding in a sleigh full of packages 
pulled by eight reindeer, with a Merry 
Christmas to all. A big turkey is ap- 
propriate for Thanksgiving, and a big 
fire-cracker broken in half fits the 
Fourth of July. 


demented PAINTERS, says Nulph, are 
fortunate that the low per window 
rate seldom entices professional sign 
painters, thus leaving the field pretty 
well open to the less skilled. 

Nulph’s best customers are automobile 
sales agencies which have big windows, 
demand large extra fancy, eye catching 
signs, and willingly pay $5 a window. 
Furniture stores also. like to proclaim 
their bargains with a big white elephant 
with large lettering, and will also pay 
$5 a window. 

Dry goods stores and grocers pay the 
least but they are steadier. Nulph 
charges 65 cents an item, such as “Ham- 





burger—55 cents a lb.” or will contract 
by the week for $2 as long as there 
aren’t too many windows. 

Nulph’s home is his shop and he 
carries his paints in his car. He has an 
old garage that protects signs that need 
to dry. Except for expenses for gasoline, 
occasional new brushes, paints and inci- 
dentals his gross take is very nearly his 
net profit. 

He outlines his pictures with a grease 
pencil after sizing up a window. But for 
lettering he just uses the brush. Often- 
times intentional misspellings attract 
more attention than a sign spelled cor- 
rectly. For instance: “Keep Kool—Cele- 
brate the 4th . . . Lamesa Swimming 
Pool.” 

Most customers choose their own ad- 
vertisements. On a typical day Nulph 
drives to a store, finds the windows 
washed and waiting for his brush. He is 
handed a slip of paper with the week- 
end specials on it, and he gets to work. 

Nulph does most of his work from 
the outside the year around because it 
is easier. To remove an old sign he 
simply scrapes it off with a razor blade 
or takes a damp cloth and rubs it off. 
For inside work he outlines the figures 
and letters with a grease pencil on the 
outside, then goes inside and fills them 
in, so it will show straight from the 
outside. 


Nulph’s schedule works out some- 
thing like this: One week he follows the 
near-by rodeos with a few steady cloth- 
ing or grocery store windows to do. 
Maybe the next week he will do a mural 
painting as well as taking care of the 
steady customers. Or perhaps he will 
have a large sign in oils to do along 
with his other work. 

Every time Nulph hears of any civic 
event which merchants are likely to ad- 
vertise on behalf of their community, 
he solicits orders for his signs. He mod- 
estly acknowledges that he makes more 
doing spare time window painting than 
he does from his regular job. 


Easter Egg Miniatures

HE IDEA for my Easter egg hobby 

came to me one day about two 
years ago when I was wandering 
through a dime store. There on a 
counter were displayed plastic eggs 
which were divided lengthwise into 
two equal sections—the top half of 
clear plastic and the bottom half either 
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blue, pink, or yellow plastic. The top 
section (or half) of the egg has a 
rim which fits snugly over the rim of 
the bottom section (like a box cover); 
so the two halves can readily be joined 
together to form a whole egg or taken 
apart at will. Perhaps you have seen 
these eggs too; they come in two sizes 
—small, for about 10 cents, and large, 
for about 29 cents. Surely, I thought, 
there must be something one can do 
or make with these intriguing eggs— 
perhaps, paint them? Immediately, I 
purchased a quantity of the small eggs 
and several large ones and hurried 


home to try my luck. And this is what | 


I evolved. 


It was to be a miniature scene—but 
done in a new fashion. My plan was to 
set the egg upright (the small end of 
the egg pointing skyward)—paint a 
scene inside the colored (or bottom) 
half—place the figure of a rabbit (or 
some animal appropriate to the Easter 
season) in front of the scene—and 
view the whole through the clear plastic 
(or top) half. 

I decided to use oil paints as being 
the most durable and sure to adhere 
to the plastic material—mixing them 
with an inexpensive japan. This var- 
nish has a marvelous quality, enabling 
one to paint a scene which will be dry 
in a very short space of time. For the 
actual painting I used ordinary artists’ 
brushes—very small ones—the better to 
do tiny detail work. 


F My first attempt with my hand- 
painted Easter eggs (Figure 1) I 
chose a large egg with a blue plastic bot- 
tom half. As this was intended as a 
present for a musical friend, I painted 
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an angel playing a tiny golden harp 
standing on 2 cloud with white birds 
flying about in the upper part of the 
egg-half. The blue plastic background 
formed a perfect sky. At the lower 
part of the egg-half I painted green 
grass, terns, tall and feathery, and lilies, 
the traditional flowers of Easter. A little 
wooden lamb was placed at the very 
bottom, held there by a bit of green 
clay. To further disguise the clay, I 
poked bits of “green grass” (the kind 
you can buy in dime stores for Easter 
egg nests) into the clay with a bobby- 
pin. Then I joined the clear plastic half 
to the bottom half. My problem now 
was to make a stand for the whole 
egg. Finally, I twisted a piece of coat- 
hanger, painted green, into a kind of 
coil, or spring, just large enough for 
the eggs to sit in, and stuffed more 

















of the “green grass” in this to simu- 
late a nest. 


Later, for the small eggs, I made 
nests by scooping out a slight depres- 
sion in small blocks of styrofoam, and 
covering with “green grass.” Cardboard 
spools, the kind on which ribbon is 
wound, can be used for making nests, 
or stands, also. One nest can be made 
with the small spools (the 10-cent 
size) by removing the cardboard disk 
at one end, painting the spool green 
with showboard paints, and filling the 
spool opening with green grass and 
setting the egg in. Two stands can be 
made from the larger spools (the 25- 
cent size) by cutting the spool in ‘two 
equal halves through the middle, paint- 
ing both halves green as above, and 


putting green grass in the openings of 
the cut halves. 

Using these stands, the eggs can be 
easily displayed and the clear plastic 
half can be removed for better exam- 
ination of the scene and figurine inside. 


Cpr! A great deal of the 
charm of these eggs is in their 
miniature qualities. I tried to find the 
smallest figurines and animals possible. 
Then, too, not wishing to spend much 
money on this project, I shopped 
around for inexpensive items. The 


" most expensive animals were tiny metal 


rabbits, painted white with black spots, 
about one-half inch high, found in a 
candy store. These cost 20 cents 
apiece—but were just the right size 
and perfect for the small eggs. As 
every scene is different, though the 
variation may be slight (I do not like 
mass-production! ), sometimes I painted 
a castle high on a hill as background 
or sometimes a tiny cottage with red 
door and shutters and a garden and 
white picket fence. For most of the 
scenes I drew upon my imagination but 
it would be easy to copy from any book 
showing pastoral scenes or any illus- 
trated children’s books. 


The blue eggs I found more desir- 
able than the pink or yellow ones— 
although attractive effects can be 
achieved with the latter ones. One 
large egg of yellow was very interesting 
left just as it was—with no attempt to 
paint a sky—but using a brown wood- 
en rabbit holding a carrot against a 
woodland scene of Jack-in-the-pulpit, 
squirrels, and birds. I must confess that

good clear picture should accompany it. 
An eye-catching human interest photo 
will sometimes sell a story which is a 
little weak, whereas an article of unusual 
interest could get by with a less perfect 
photo. There are several ways to get 
the picture you want. Of course, if you 
own and operate a camera, obviously 
you will take the picture yourself during 
the interview. Quite often the subject 
will have a photo that he will lend 
you. Or you may have a friend who will 
find features interesting from the 
camera angle and go along with you 
to take the picture. A commercial pho- 
tographer will probably take it for you 
if he receives a credit line (photo by 
Sam Smith) but probably will want a 
fee. Failing any of these, if you have 
a really first-rate story send it in any- 
way. Newspapers always have ways of 
getting pictures they want. 


 eiveen YOU have chosen the paper 
which uses features most like the 
ones you want to write, simply mail 
your story and picture to the editor. 
You may or may not hear from him 
before your feature appears in print— 
anywhere from one day to a month 
later. If he does notify you, it is cour- 
teous to phone or send a note to your 
subject telling him in which paper he 
will appear on about what date. 

Once you find a paper you like and 
one whose editor likes your stories, it 
pays to stick with it and keep sending 
them to the same market. Because as 
you become known to this editor, oc- 
casionally you will receive assignments 
from him to write .special features in 
your locality. Also you stand a better 
chance of getting a “raise” after you 
have sold a couple of dozen features to 
one paper. And then again, if the time 
ever comes when you want to change 
your hobby for a full or part time job 
you can apply there. All of my features 
lately have been published in the New 
Haven Evening Register, a daily with a 
large circulation in my area. At first 
others went to the New Haven Journal- 
Courier, the Hartford Courant and the 
Connecticut Cércle. Dailies, especially 
those with a Sunday edition, are your 
best bets as markets since, of course, 
they use more features. 

Anyone can write a feature. My thir- 
teen-year-old son, visiting a friend, 
found that his mother raised champion 
dogs. He saw a shelf full of silver cups 





and ribbons, questioned her about them, 
borrowed a picture and wrote a story 
which was published. It is not unusual 
to have a first feature story accepted 
because there is little competition. The 
newspaper staff writers are too busy 
to bother with them and the profes- 
sional writers are not interested because 
of the low pay. 

You don’t have to be an experienced 
writer to turn out newspaper features 
but you do have to have an interest 
in people—all kinds of people. If you 
aren’t really enthusiastic about their 
accomplishments and what they are 
telling you about them, they will sense 
it and “clam up” and you might as well 
take up raising tropical fish. In feature 
writing you are really making people 
your hobby. And you will make many 
friends as you interview your way 
along, which is, to me, one of the most 
pleasant benefits to be derived from the 
profitable hobby of feature writing.

stand until cold. Remove the outside 
form and separate the two halves by 
putting a knife blade between the two 
at one corner and tapping lightly on 
the blade with a hammer. Now remove 
the original head and with it the spare. 
It should come out easily with a little 
pulling. It can be cut around gently 
with a carver’s knife but this should be 
avoided if possible. You have at this 
time a two-piece mold. This mold 
should have the sharp edges cut off on 


all sides with a knife and then put to- * 


gether and held in place with two 
rubber bands cut from old tire tubes, 
and allowed to dry for at least two 
weeks before using. 

Mrs. Voshell informs us that she does 
not mix her casting slip since there is 
much less work involved and her studio 
is much cleaner if she lets some “he- 
man” do the mixing and sell the slip 
to her. She buys slip in ten- and 
twenty-gallon lots with glaze to match. 
Glaze to match is most important. 
Glaze must always fit the clay. She buys 
porcelainite and casting slip which is 
very beautiful and appropriate for her 
kind of work. 


T° CAST the replica doll head fill 


the mold with casting slip (clay). 
The plaster mold absorbs the moisture 
from the casting slip. In fifteen to 
twenty minutes one can see the clay 
thicken on the edge of the mold. When 
the desired thickness is reached—about 
Y inch—up-end the mold and pour 
the surplus casting slip back into the 
container and turn the mold down with 
the edges of the mold onto some small 
object to drain. When the clay (slip) 
no longer drains, turn the mold right 
side up. When the clay begins to shrink 


from the mold sides, lay the mold on . 


one side; remove the rubber bands and 
easily pry up one corner with a knife 
blade—this loosens the mold from the 
slip clay. Remove the top half of the 
mold. While the doll head is still in 
the bottom half of the mold trim away 
the upper half of the spare. This is the 
clay leading up to the bottom of the 
doll head and shoulders. If not cut away 
the shoulders would come down too far 
onto the body. Lift out the head and cut 
away the other half of the extra clay 
of the shoulders and make holes in the 
shoulders where they are to be sewed 
to the doll body. This can be done with 
any sharp round tool. This is now your

doll head in green ware and must be 
set aside to dry a couple of days. After 
the cast piece is dry, the seam made by 
the two-piece mold where it joins to- 
gether must be removed. This can be 
done with very fine sandpaper, a knife, 
a damp cloth, or soft tissue. Any blem- 
ishes are also removed in this manner. 
The bottom of the shoulders is made 
smooth in the same way. 


The doll head is now ready for its 
hair. If it is to be black Mrs. Voshell 
uses black under glaze. It is now ready 
for the first bisque fire. This is done 
at cone 05 or 1904° F. The firing time 
in her electric kiln is from five to five 
and one-half hours, depending upon-the 
load in the kiln, as do all firing times. 
If a kiln is stacked with all it will hold, 
firing will take longer than in one 
stacked with only half as much. She 
lets the kiln stand for from ten to four- 
teen hours before opening. 


When the doll head is removed from 
the kiln at this time it is now in bisque 
form and is ready to be glazed. It will 
now be glazed in clear glaze, which can 
be done by spraying, brushing or dip- 
ping. Mrs. Voshell prefers to dip unless 
the doll is to be done in porcelain and 
then it must be sprayed. After the glaze 
is applied she lets it dry over night and 
then it is ready for the glaze fire which 
is done at cone 06 or 1859° F. The 
glaze fire objects must be “dry footed.” 
The glaze must be taken off with a 
damp cloth or sponge on any part that 
touches a kiln shelf; otherwise the piece 
would adhere to the shelf and one 
would have to break it to remove it 
from the kiln. Again the kiln is cooled 
for the same number of hours as for 
the bisque fire. 


The doll is now glazed and is ready 
for the features. For this Mrs. Voshell 
uses china paints and over glazes. She 
likes the over-glaze for eyes and china 
paint for cheeks. For the features she 
uses red sable brushes sizes from 000 
to 3. And, she emphasizes, the brushes 
must be good. 


The over-glazes she uses can be fired 
at once and this is done at cone 019 or 
cone 022 which is 1121° F. It takes 
from one and one-half to two hours. It 
is: very important that the kiln lid be 
left open a crack for the first hour if 
one is firing china paint, gold or lustre. 
This fire may be cooled rapidly. For 
blond hair Mrs. Voshell uses fire glazes 
that are applied to the dry green ware 
and also uses china paints.

~ Me: VOSHELL is the only worker 
: in her studio. She makes all her 
molds; does all her casting, glazing, and 
firing alone, likewise the painting of 
features, which requires hours of ted- 
ious toil and care. 

Last spring she exhibited dressed dolls 
and doll heads at the state hobby show 
at Hutchinson, Kansas, at which 15,000 
tickets were sold. 

This hobbyist has lectured ana dis- 
played her wares before many clubs and 
civic organizations. At the Hutchinson 
show, those exhibiting their work were 
not allowed to sell or advertise there, 
but they could tell where they lived and 
as a result Mrs. Voshell had many peo- 
ple write to her and a large number 
came to her home and bought after 
seeing the dolls at the show. 

Most of the sales of the dolls come 
from individuals and doll collectors who 
have seen one or more of her dolls at 
various places. She has had inquiries, 
followed by sales, from strangers who 
did not reveal how they had heard of 
her and her art. Residents in her home 
town and community have brought 
friends—men as well as women—who 
become fascinated and quite often buy 
not only for themselves, but to take 
back home to some acquaintance or 
relative. Many are awed and cannot be- 
lieve the dolls are replicas. “It is indeed 
interesting,” says Mrs. Voshell, “to see 
the eyes of the visitors light up as they 
gaze upon the dolls and recognize a 
likeness of their childhood days.” 

Since Mrs. Voshell works alone, her 
sales are limited. She says she could not 
possibly handle more sales than those 
that come in the above manner. This 
hobby started as a pleasant diversion 
but as orders and sales have mounted 
she has paid for her equipment and is 
now adding to her coffers. She says 
frankly that if one does good enough 
work and wants to make a business of 
reproducing, the field is wide open, but 
only for one who turns out first class 
work. She has seen some attempts by 
others that have fallen far short of be- 
ing true and attractive replicas.

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hospitals. These sets—arms and legs— 
range from one inch to six inches. The 
six-inch size will do for a doll forty- 
two inches tall. She gave her culls to a 
Presbyterian Women’s Council which 
made them up for an orphanage in 
Denver, Colorado. “Oh, yes, I do have 
some culls,” she says. “Not all are per- 
fect, but these are used only in this 
way—they are never sold.” 

She takes pride in the fact that each 
doll head is marked inside with the year 
and the name of the doll, if she is able 
to resurrect the name, and the copy is 
marked “replica” so that it could not be 
resold for an original. 

Only on extraordinary occasions does 
she make the body or dress the doll; 
rather she prefers making copies of an- 
tique dolls, leaving the costuming to 
Mrs. Nease. Mrs. Nease makes the 
bodies and beautiful costumes in period 
style. She makes the bodies over a spe- 
cial pattern; fills them with fine cotton 
or kapok—sawdust is used only upon 
request. The materials used and the 
workmanship of Mrs. Nease, like those 
of Mrs. Voshell, are of the finest 
quality. 

Mrs. Voshell’s many reproductions of 
originals are like the three bears—little 
ones—middle sized ones—large sized 
ones. She does not care much about the 
little ones for they are harder to copy and 
do not bring nearly so much money. 
She has four large heads that make up 
dolls twenty-eight to thirty-two inches 
tall. One is taken from a Greiner papier 
mache, circa 1850, the original from a 
china head of the same date. Another 
large head of 1860, is a replica of an 
heirloom of her niece, Mrs. Forrest 
Morris, a doll collector. . 

Listed as an unusual china head— 
one of the 1870’s—is a girl doll with 
long black hair over her shoulders, 
owned and lent by a sister-in-law, Mrs. 
Stella Voshell. Many of the more com- 
mon china heads of the 1870's are a 


number of the named dolls—Helen, 


Dorothy, Bertha, etc. One is a little 
Mary Todd Lincoln with a gold snood, 
circa 1860. Jenny Lind was bought from 
Goodwin’s Garden Studio at Arlington, 
Texas. It is not taken from the original; 
however, she is a lovely doll, twenty 
inches tall.

them one. We had no idea what sort 
of a price to put on them, even though 
we did know what they cost, exclusive 
of our time. So we called in the owner 
of the largest furniture store here in 
town and asked her what she thought 
they should bring. This was her reply: 
“At Christmas time, I had one some- 
what similar, but nowhere nearly as 
beautiful, and I had to charge $98 for 
it.” Materials, labor, etc., on our first 
table had been a little over $14. We 


put a price of $35 on the first table 


(28 by 33 inches in size) that we 
sold. Today we get $50 for the same 
size due to a rise in price of Vitrolite. 

One table sells another, and since 
we both have other occupations, we 
are very happy if we find time to turn 
out one a month. In order to promote 
sales, we have made a Kodachrome 
picture of each one of our tables and 
are able to show these to our prospec- 
tive customers. 

We have exhibited in the Art Shop 
here at Jonesboro, at the Tri-States Fair 
at Memphis and -had a lovely exhibit 
at Brooks Memorial Art Gallery at 
Memphis. 

We also get in touch with interior 
decorators, architects and specialty con- 
tractors, such as firms dealing only in 
structural glass. Since the work is. so 
different, the interior decorators who 
have seen it are happy to be able to 
recommend it to their patrons who 
want something none of their friends 
have. We handle sales through the 
above outlets on a commission basis, 
usually 15 percent. 

We think that the most beautiful 
cocktail table we have ever made is 
one 36 inches in diameter,. with six 
legs, each one coming through a green 
mirrored top. The design is a Chinese 
gentleman, depicting longevity, gaily 


flying through the air on his crane, ’ 


with his beard floating in the breeze 
and airy, fairy clouds all about him. The 
detail of the bird’s feathers, particu- 
larly on its breast, and the detail of 
the Chinaman’s kimono, are breath- 
taking. For this size table we charge 
$150. ; 


ESIDES THE tables, we also make 

plaques, following a procedure 
identical to table top work. The plaques 
were also the answer to a wish on our 
part. We had seen some pheasant 
plaques done on sheet aluminum, the 
design having been cut out with some 
kind of a saw. It occurred to me that 
they could be made from thin veneer 
panels. When I asked my husband in

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July how long it would take to saw 
one out on a jigsaw, he told me he 
might get one finished by December, 
just putting in extra time that he might 
have. The reason for this length of 
time was that the feathers had to be 
made to stand out by cutting individual 
feathers on each bird. That was too 
long to wait, so again I fell back on 
Vitrolite and mirror in colors. Wine 
Vitrolite was used for three different 
poses of the pheasant, and they were 
really beautiful. 

It so happened that an acquaintance 
was remodeling her home and was 
using Vitrolite in the construction of 
the fireplace. The contractor knew 
about our plaques, and told us he 
thought we could sell something to 
her. We went over with our pheasant 
plaques and she liked them very much, 
but wanted to know if birds were the 
only things we did. We told her that 
if she had an idea in mind, and would 
let us make up a sketch for her on 
tracing paper, we would love to do 
that. The only stipulation she made 
was that thé plaque was to be in black 
and that included in the study was to 
be a little Chinaman with a big floppy 
hat. The writer went to work with a 
zest and worked out a garden scene 
depicting a gnarled old pine with a 
little bird sitting on a limb and a Chi- 
nese man in a kimono and floppy hat 
seeming to be talking to the bird. There 
is also a fragment of a cloud and a sec- 
tion of the Chinese key for balance. 


When we took it over to her, she 
was pleased beyond words. For this size 
of 16 by 21 inches, we got $20. The 
contractor was called in to hang it, we 
having furnished the plastic clips, enam- 
elled black to conform, and later in 
the day one of his men called to say 
that he had put it up for her and 
thought it was perfectly beautiful. He 
also told us that our patron had said 
she considered it the most exquisite 
thing she had in her home. This lifted 
us to the skies, you can well imagine, 
because she has some very lovely things. 

The Vitrolite worked up beautifully, 
and the kimono on the little Chinese 
almost seems to ripple in the folds and 
resembles black velvet. Six hours were 
required to cut the design. 

Clips work out beautifully to hang 
the plaques, but where it is forbidden 
to make holes in plaster walls, no-nail 
hangers work well, too. We have had 
holes bored in each of the corners of 
some of the plaques and used plastic 
or chrome rosettes in place of the clips.

each side of center stitch every other 

row 4 times. Work 2 rows even. Bind 


off. Now, fold bound-off stitches in | 


half and join for sole of bootee. Join 
sides for back seam. Run a crochet 
chain about 14 inches long through 
center of ribbing. Make 4 pompons 
and fasten to each end of tie-string. 


M°*: PEOPLE breaking into the 
selling field, learning to make 
contacts and handle customers, need 
more help than they usually get. I was 
pretty green when I started out to sell 
my handknits and maybe my experi- 
ences will help other women who are 
eager to go into business on a “from 
home” scale. 

My first bit of advice to anyone 
planning on selling any homemade 
item is this: Be able to meet stiff com- 
petition. This comes not only from 
others as skilled as you are, but from 
commercial sources able to command 
hand labor at low cost. Technical skill 
lies at the base of everything you make. 
You can never drop or twist a stitch. 
Anything you make must be finished 
perfectly, no matter how much extra 
time it takes. Ignore this, and you 
lose the touch that marks the differ- 
ence between an amateur’s and a pro- 
fessional’s performance. 

Once my handknits began selling and 
were placed in a few stores, I had labels 
made to sew in each item. These give 
a professional touch to your work and 
the cost is very moderate. My labels 
are white, the name and address woven 
in green. Cash’s (the well-known label 
manufacturers) has a wide selection of 
stable two-line labels suitable for busi- 
mess use; and you can buy as few as 
six dozen at a time. A commercial 
printer duplicated these labels in paper 
for me to use on the boxes in which 
I packaged handknits. As for boxes— 
these presented something of a prob- 
lem. I looked through the classified 
telephone directory and found listed the 
names of six dealers in boxes. The first 
four I went to see smiled when I said 
I wanted two or three dozen boxes, 
and promptly dismissed me with a 
“we never sell less than a dozen gross 
lot!” I wrote a letter to the fifth man 
and he turned out to be a real friend 
in need. He did not stock any oblong 
boxes for sweaters, but he agreed to 
sell me as few as six dozen round trans- 
parent boxes for bootees at a cost of 
12 cents each. His boxes proved to be

a sound investment, for they have eye- 
appeal and also keep the bootees fresh 
and clean. White gift boxes bought at 
the dime store served for sweaters and 
mittens until I was well established and 
could buy boxes in large quantities. 

Marketing a home produced item is 
at first a matter of personal contacts. 
I am lucky in that I am one of a large 
family, have a number of in-laws, and 
they all have a lot of friends. So when 
I was ready to go into business, I pre- 
pared a mailing list and sent out simple 
announcements, using government post- 
al cards. Such announcements are in- 
expensive to get out. In the right hand 
corner I pasted a small baby seal (the 
kind you use on gift wrappings). This 
gave the card a bit of color and also 
suggested the purpose of the announce- 
ment. Down in one corner of the card 
I typed my name and address. Across 
the middle of the card I typed some- 
thing like this: “Babies love handknits. 
Custom handknit pompon bootees are 
a specialty—attractively gift wrapped 
for only $1.50!” Psospective customers 
are often swayed into buying when they 
see an inviting price tag. 

On a Monday morning off went 
fifty announcements by mail. By the 
following Monday I had orders for 
seventeen pairs of bootees! All of which 
made me confident that something for 
babies is always in demand. 


| Sarwan THE needs of family and 
friends is one thing. To attract 
strangers as customers is a lively game 
of chance. But I now wanted to take 
that chance; so I looked around for 
potential outlets. First, I placed my 
handknits at a woman’s exchange. This 
type of. outlet is the most receptive 
market for home-produced articles. A 
woman's exchange operates on a non- 
profit making basis, or cooperatively 
for their members. They are as eager 
for you to sell quickly as you are to 
produce. Woman’s exchanges exist in 
practically all cities. There is no na- 
tional organization—each exchange is 
run independently but most exchanges 
pattern their rules after those set by 
the New York Exchange (founded 
seventy years ago). Your classified tele- 
phone directory, or almost any woman’s 
club will give you the address of the 
exchange nearest you. Here are a few 
advantages of selling through an or- 
ganization like this: 

1. You get your item before the 
public. Things are placed on 
consignment and if your item

This 
friend told me that the most important 
consideration in selling any handmade 
item is to choose an item that is un- 
usual—not something that has been 
done time and time again. Keeping 
this in mind I have through the years 
always tried to fashion distinctive hand- 
knits.

But you don’t have to know a store 
manager. You cam do it on your own. 
How? Just walk into some shops that 
carry merchandise of a quality similar 
to yours. Show a few samples and talk 
up the special appeal of your item, the 
quality that will make it sell readily 
to the type of customer the shop at- 
tracts. You'll learn a lot from the 
reactions of these experienced mer- 
chandisers. No matter how unpreju-

is to write up your story briefly, putting 
in some human interest details such as 
how you happened to get the idea for 
the business, and take it to your news- 
paper editor. You might take him one 
of your items! If he shows interest in 
it he is certain to print a little piece 
about you. 


HOME business of handknits can 
be built on a piggy-bank scale, 
for most of the operating costs will be 
absorbed in usual living expenses. There 
is no big investment for equipment. 


No change in the home set-up. All you - 


actually need to get started is some 
yarn and knitting needles; and these 
may be purchased in whatever quanti- 
ties you feel you will ‘need. 

You can’t do much about cutting 
down on your costs until you begin 
producing on a fairly large scale. But 
once you are sure of a couple of out- 
lets, look around for a wholesale dealer 
from whom you may buy materials. 
Study the classified section of your 
telephone book for the names of a 
few jobbers who sell the things you 
use. You can buy limited quantities 
from these men and save a good bit 
over the retail price. When you can’t 
get what you want from them, ask 
your local department stores if they 
will sell to you at a discount. Tell them 
you are in business. You may only 
get 10 percent off; but no matter what 
it is, it is a saving that will add to 
your profits at the end of each week. 

Inventiveness, persistence, and enthu- 
siasm are the prime requisites for any 
home business. But you also need to 
be a bookkeeper. Be sure to keep rec- 
ords of all your sales. You may operate 
on a very small scale and not be con- 
cerned with tax problems; but it is 
nice to know when you are making a 
profit, and you should know how 
much your customers buy. So get a 
small order book at your dime store, 
or at a stationery. store; date every 
order, specify whether it has been paid 
for or charged. ‘Note any essential in- 
formation—such as the color dye lot 
number of the yarn used, whether the 
item was sent as a gift to another name 
and address, the size and price of the 
item. 

Why women fail to sell their hand- 
work can constitute a casebook of what 
not to do. Based on experience I would 
cite sloppy workmanship, failure to 
meet promised datelines, unwillingness 
to adapt to suggestions of customers, as 
the principal reasons for the failure of

facturer’s practices, but on a small scale. 
Keep improving your item without 
raising the price, package it attractively, 
make sure that each item is made to 
the standard you originally predeter- 
mined. 

I have found that in selecting an 
outlet for my handknits, money is not 
the only consideration. I try to look 
around for a shop that will bring an 
item the prestige it deserves, and that 
will prove to be a stepping stone to 
broader contacts. Do this and you, too, 
will find your place in the sun. 

There are a number of books to help 
you toward your goal. Two books you 
ought to make a point of reading are 
“How To Make A Home Business Pay,” 
by Julietta K. Arther, and “How To 
Make Money At Home,” by Polly 
Webster.. Then, too, the Superintend- 
ent of Documents, U. S. Government 
Printing Office, Washington, D. C., is- 
sues a number of helpful booklets. 


Establishing and Operating Your Own 


Business (25 cents) and Record Keep- 
ing for Retail Stores (15 cents) are 
brimful of suggestions that will make 
it easier for you to get started in a 
business enterprise. 


N INTERESTING and highly profit- 
able sideline, developed in con- 
nection with my knitting business, is 
the selling of original designs to 
women’s magazines. Whenever I turn 
out what seems to me to be a par- 
ticularly attractive item I send it, with 
complete instructions for making, to a 
magazine that carries a section on 
needlework. And in almost every 
instance, a sizable check has come back 
to me for the design. For instance, only 
the other day I received a check for 
$25 for a baby sweater made with a 
fancy yoke. Another magazine paid me 
$37 for an unusual mitten design! 
Yarn manufacturers are in the mar- 
ket for good, free lance designs, too.

at times I “appropriated’ any suitable 
figures found around the house! The 
brown bunny was one such! 

One of my favorites of the small 
eggs was “Peter Rabbit” (Figure 2). By 
great good fortune I located a quantity 
of bunnies, about an inch high, made 
of some composition material, and 
selling at two for a nickel. This was a 
bonanza. As they were plain white, I 
painted clothes on them a la Uncle 
Wiggly, including a black tie, red 
pants, yellow and blue checkered vest 
—or in soft pastel colors—lavender 
trousers with light blue jacket. For. the 
background I showed a tree stump— 
the home of P. Rabbit—as a tiny sign 
announced—with a red or yellow door 
and a path leading up to it. Some- 
times as background or scenery I 
painted a large (comparatively speak- 
ing) mushroom surrounded by daisies, 
blue-bells and butterflies.

The first Easter I made my eggs I 
gave a number away to friends as 
small remembrances.

Last year, watching people 
eagerly buying Easter novelties in the 
stores, I thought I'd see if any of my 
work would sell. Diffidently, I ap- 
proached a couple of gift shops near 
my home in Evanston, Illinois, and 
was delighted and surprised to be al- 
lowed .to display my product in their 
windows! The small eggs sold for $1.25 
each and the large ones for $1.75, with 
60 percent going to me. I was pleased 
to learn that all were sold in the one 
shop and three-fourths of those in the 
other, even though they only went on 
display one week before Easter. This 
year I plan to get them in the shops 
earlier for a longer pre-Easter shopping 
period. 

As I estimated it very roughly, the 
small egg average cost was 15 cents (10 
cents for the egg itself and five cents 
for the figure), and that of the large 
egg about 40 cents. This does not in- 
clude cost of the oil paints, but I al- 
ready had those and the amount used 
was so small as to be almost negligible 
—so perhaps I can be excused for not 
counting that. And it should be re- 
membered that I had the great satis- 
faction of seeing my own creation for 
sale in a real store!

Most cars will hold from eight to ten 
flats of seedlings or potted plants, 
which bring from $2 to $4.50 a flat. 


A home greenhouse is wonderful to 

have as a hobby. It earns a good return 
and it will naturally follow that you 
will eventually have one. My wife and 
I had wanted one for years but it was 
a luxury we could not afford until we 
saw that it could produce an income. 
It has proved to be a good investment. 
She has much pleasure with her section 
of tropical flowers, and it has greatly 
increased my production by extending 
the growing period around the year. 
By and large the greenhouse becomes 
secondary when the coldframe and open 
garden take over in spring, but in 
autumn it’s the greenhouse that becomes 
the center of operations. So the number 
of hours worked each week remains 
fairly constant but with a greenhouse 
I am in production more weeks in the 
year. 
You can have a greenhouse by build- 
ing your own of new or used materials, 
or by buying a prefabricated sectional 
unit. Using new materials it would 
probably take all your spare time for 
a spring and summer to build. I bought 
an abandoned greenhouse paying an 
estimated 5 cents a foot.for the pipe 
framing, 2 cents a foot for the wooden 
sash bars, and 5 cents a pane for the 
glass. I had to be a pipe-fitter, glazier, 
electrician, carpenter, and painter. I had 
to get the tools of those crafts and 
learn how to use them. It took all my 
spare time for two years. If I had it 
to do over again I would get a ready- 
made unit and be in production that 
much sooner. Quantity ptoduction has 
reduced or eliminated the difference 
in cost between the homemade job and 
the precision-built greenhouse. 


LANNING PRODUCTION, or timing 

the traffic through your equipment, 
is important. Early in the game I 
started seeds for thirty different annual 
flowers. I could not possibly transplant 
all the seedlings, nor was there space 
for all the flats I did transplant. When 
.it came time to sell, some plants were 
too big and others too small. Worse 
still, some would not sell regardless. I 
miscalculated the growing period of a 
crop of Soleil d’Or and paperwhite 
narcissus and it came into bloom be- 
tween Christmas and New Year’s when 
nobody had an extra dime to spend. 
I had to get them out of the way and 
showered them on our friends and

under a time and space schedule to 
keep the equipment busy without over- 
loading, to bring them in at the right 
time, and to have one crop starting 
while the second is coming along and 
the third is being sold. Keep a record 
of the date planted, the number of 
flats from a package of seed, when sale- 
able, and the number sold. Then next 
year you will know how much seed, and 
bulbs, to buy and when to start them. 
What you should grow is determined 
by your local growing conditions, pub- 
lic demand, and buying power. Plants 
that are popular in Westchester County, 
New York, may not sell at all in your 
locality. But it is not a difficult ques- 
tion. A plant with a flower or highly 
colored foliage is almost certain to sell. 
Try a few test runs. Some may not sell, 
others may not be profitable, and on 
those that do meet requirements you 
almost inevitably will adjust the plant- 
ing date, the size pot, or something. 
Then next season you can grow them 
heavily with confidence. Proceed on the 
premise that you will sell all you can 
raise. You should have a trial run of 
a couple of new items each season. 
Soil, too, is important but not a 
problem. Just mix ordinary garden

topsoil with horse manure, peatmoss, 
or humus to give it a nice humusy 
texture. Then test it for alkalinity, and 
nutrient deficiencies, with an inexpen- 
sive Sudbury soil test kit obtainable in 
most garden supply stores. 


rows LOCAL commercial green- 

houseman and you are comple- 
mentary, not competitive. You neither 
raise the same crops nor sell to the same 
people. On the contrary, if he has a 
retail outlet he will buy from you as 
he cannot raise everything. He is a 
good man to know. He can teach you 
a’lot about growing, and I have not 
found one yet who is not ready and 
willing to talk. 


Profitable operations hinge on the 
realization that you are selling time 
and space; the plant is just the vehicle. 
Whatever you grow takes so much 
time and so much space. You have a 
limited amount of each and want to 
make the most of it. There are about 
ten square yards of bench space in a 
9-by-15-foot greenhouse. You should 
operate this to produce $5 a yard a 
month. You can grow about seventy- 
five 34-inch pots to the yard. There- 
fore, each pot must earn 6.5 cents a 
month. If it is saleable in three months 
you must get 19.5 cents for time and 
space, plus 3.5 cents for material cost. 
So sell it for an even quarter. With or 
without a greenhouse, this principle of 
pricing works out to something better 
than $2 an hour for your time. 


Roadside stands are good outlets for 
you in the spring and may be developed 
for a fall house-plant business. Chain 
stores and supermarkets with horticul- 
tural departments are good the year 
around. Retail florists are generally in- 
terested primarily in cut flowers. About 
the best way to open a new account is 
to load your merchandise in your car 
and drive up as though you had been 
doing it all your life. You are a grower, 
not a high-pressure salesman, and you 
are. dressed and talk the part. Just know 
your product. Your customer is very 
important to you. Be sure that he is 
making money handling your goods. 
Give him every possible break and it 
is simply good business for him to co- 
operate fully with you. 

The business pays dividends on you, 
your equipment, and the time and 
energy you put behind it. It has not 
been reduced to a near science as has 
the chicken business for instance. It is 
an unexploited field in which imagi- 
nation and initiative are well rewarded.

methods. After dealing with principles 
of cookery she gives a few basic 
recipes. 

Separate chapters are devoted to 
sewing, mending and laundering. In- 
formation is included on darning and 
patching and the removal of stains, as 
well as on ironing shortcuts. 

Having disposed of all the work 
activities of the housekeeper, Miss 
Fleming concludes her book with a 
section on party giving in which she 
covers such fundamentals as party plan- 
ning, table settings for various types 
of parties and for various holidays and 
anniversaries, and flower arrangements. 


A surprising quantity of information 
is packed into the pages of this com- 
paratively small book. It doesn’t tell 
you everything you must know about 
the various processes involved in home- 
making, but it does an excellent job of 
conveying the essentials, in specific 
rather than general terms.
